— Iletween 
thirty and forty persons were injured, 
some of thorn iirobably fctally, near 
Odessa, eauJied by the wreck of the 
Chlcago-Wid All^Ti , passengor...-, train 
wlilch left KahsfiS'' City for Bldoming- 
toii. III,, todti^:.] tTho. tr^ck was torn up 
for fpur hundred "^foet, ali . the three 
cars and tfie tdnderMeft traclt, but the 
engiho stuck to the rails. The rear car 
turned over sevorni times, and most of 
those hurt wore In this car. 

In response to teleidione iiiP.= saKes 
sent from a nearb\' rarniliouse all tho 
physicians In Odess.a were rushed to 
the wreck, while a rcdief train started 
from Kansas City. 1"!ie injured v.-ere 
taken into Odessa and to farm houses 
skirting tlio track. 

It is believed that none of the twelve 
persons injured will die as a result of 
the wreck of the Buffalo-Colorado 
limited passenger train, westbound, 
near Randolph, .Mo., six miles north- 
west of Kansas City, last night. 

Tho train, >vhich was AValiasli No. 
[I, one of the first of the tln-ough trains 
to be used In combination for llio Un- 
ion racillc-AVabasli transeontlncMital 
service, recently inaugurated, crashed 
Into a steel ievi-r biidj;e siianniiig what 
Is known as the Uu-h rh-iu', a creelt 
one mile north of nandoliih. The 
bridge )iiers Iiad been iiiiderinlned by 
rec'-iit high water, and the fact tliat 
the train was proceedinjr at slow speed 
was all that ijiTventeii a fearful disas- 
ter. Till' eiiKine and the baggage and 
mall cars craslu-d through. The engine 
■\vas near!;- ehar of tin- trestle when 
the structure Rave \va>-. The eiifjine 
e.eiit down, landing on the baiik of 
the stream. The ;nai! car and bagtjage 
folded together and luiiig susiiended 
over the river. 

The lirst passeiiRer eo;ieh was 
thrown off the trai-k and ptojoied, and 
tills alone sa\-ed it ami thi. ears fol 
lowing'. With the llnsl creaking of tho 
structure. W. P. Carl Isle tin' eDKliieer, 
and lil.s llreman jumped mid escaped 
with severe V)rulses. In the llrst jias- 
sriiKcr eoa(-li cl.elit passengers wore In- 
jiu-e<l more or less seriously, and tlie 
100 others, the remainder of the train, 
were shaken up.

The Greek pcddlor is the one who 
has been worltlng in the West End 
for some time, and particularly on 
Sundays, when church lets out, ami 
afternoons when the children start 
home from school. The Clarke chil- 
dren have been Ills extenslvi^ i>alrons, 
and on Thursday live of them each 
ate a cone. .N sliort time afterwarcl 
they returned home complaining of 
paiiis in their stomachs, and later 
were tal;en with, convulsions. . Tiiey j 
suffered intensely all Thursday night 
and I'riday, but this mornins are re- 
l>orted to be recovering.

totaled 105,000,000. 

In IOCS tho total pack of all kinds 
of salmon on the Fraser river was 
S"7,000 cases, but so llrmly is the be- ; 
lief of a small pack implanted in the 
minds of the Fraser river banners this ' 
year tiiat preparations h^ve only been 1 
made for a total paolc of 749,000 oases. , 

The canners operating traps at 
Point Roberts are also somewhat j 
pessimistic concerning the run of ! 
llsh, and are cvldenclnR their state of 
mind by installing moro trap nets — 
something they would not do If thoy 
thought they would be able to catch 
all the flsh they required In the same 
number of traps fished in former big ,

Perhaps the moat striking feature of 
tho report, as it i.s tho one that is 
bound to meet the most hostile criti- 
cism, is that there Is no increase in 
th.o acreage of land seeded to spring 
wheat in tho Canadian prairie west.

report stati'S, very oxellent, provided 
lots of good niixed heat and moist- 
ure contribute to a favorable vernal 
season. It amounts to this: Canadian 
AVestern seeding— a little late, perhaps 
— has been highly successful. ' It is 
now up to the summer.

Tlie 
company was Instructed to put its 
pole.s out into the street, thus leaving 
.sufliclent earth between the pole and 
the retaining -vvall to give adetiuate 
protection to the wall. 

The poles have been In that position 
(■ver since and when paving oiieratious 
were recently undcrt.iJion nothing was 
said to tlie fioinpany about moving 
them back, though it is doubtful if 
the m.-itter was given any considera- 
tion. The cement foundation for tho 
pavement was laid around the i)ole3 
and the blocks put down and now if 
it is desired to move the poles bacJc 
the pavcTOcnt must bo chopped out 
and doulde the amount ot work incur- 
red tinit would have been necessary 
iKiil tho poles been moved before tho 
concrete was laid.

Beautiful Landscapes 

The great .<^tone f(!nce fronting "Bur- 
li itli" on (..'ralgllower road, has in the 
lia.yt revealed but little of tlie boaulies 
of tho landscape within. Uroad sweeps 
of gravel driveway within lead from 
tlie massive gateway tu tlKj mansion in 
its picturesque .setting of rare trees 
and shrubbery. lieaiitli'ul lawns spread 
.mt from the Junction of the driv<;wayH 
In front of tlie liouse. IJard-by is a 
t'.nnis court, flanked on one side by a 
niHtii' stime wall.

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OUR VISITORS 

Tlicy came; they saw; they conquer- 
Pd. Our Japanese visitors have cnr- 
tainly produced .in excellent impres- 
sion upon all with whom they camo 
In contact. They are a splendid lot of 
sailors and any nation in the world 
nilg-ht be proud lo liave thorn onrolled 
nndcr Ita Hag. Any onu ineotlng thcso 
men will cease to wonder at their suc- 
cess against Russia. They look fitted 
to accomplish anything they might un- 
dert.ike. Tlioir i)hy.slque Is very good; 
tliplr movcnieiits are alert; their disci- 
pline of tho highest. 

A pleasint feature of this visit of this 
represontation of tho navy of our Ori- 
ental alley was tho hearty popular 
demonstration In their favor. It estab- 
lishes a very important point, for it 
sliows that toward.s tlie people of Ja- 
])aii, as tho subjects of a friendly 
power and as newcomers upon the 
plane of our continent, there Is noth- 
ing but tho best feeling-. "When our 
visitors return tlio Iripre.ssloiiH made 
upon them by their reception will 
doubtless be a subject of much interest 
to the public men of their country and 
they may with justice take with them 
a message of good will. But it would 
be a mistake to suppose that the good 
will extends so far as to alter the gen- 
oral sentiment of the people on the 
subject of Japanese immlfrratlon. In- 
deed, wo think tlie feeling of tho people 
on this subject, as far as It has yet 
had tlnne to shape Itself, is that it i» 
in the interest of both countries that 
they should not be brought Into indus- 
trial conflict lest this might lead to a 
w^eakening of that mutual respect 
■which they will otherwise feel for eacli 
other. 



Tile reply made by that gentleman 
is not especially satlsfaetory. He -was 
good enough to tell the Board of Trade 
that telegrams to Sir ^A'lIfrld Laurier 
and Mr. Oliver would not do any 
harm. This was some comfort. The 
Board of Trade, which represents the 
whole business community, must have 
felt proud to bo told that their advo- 
cacy of an Important matter would 
not do any harm. This is something 
gained, and we hope tho Board will 
feel encouraged to persevere. What 
Mr. Tcmpleman has undertalien to do 
has done no good; what the Board 
may do will do no liarni. — Oh, the 
nonsense of the whole huslncss. It is 
enough to make one wonder if we 
live in a rountry where tho people 
liavo any rights wlilch any one is 
bound to respect. It is impossible to 
di.scuBs the miserable business seri- 
ously. It has become a screaming 
farce of the worst kind. Forty thou- 
sand wlilto people living in A'Ictoria 
are defied by a score of Songhecs and 
Mr, William Tomploman. 



THE SONQHEES RESERVE 

Tho ciucstlon is asked why Jlr. 
Toinpleman is singled out In reference 
to the delay in tlie settlement of the 

• Songhees Reserve. The answer will 
occur to any one. Mr. Templenmn is 
the representative of the province of 
British Coluiiibia in the iJoniinion 
government. Tho people of this [iro- 
vince have been told over and over 
again that It would be an exceedingly 
valuable thing for them to have in the 
Cabinet a representative who could 
press upon his colleague.s all those 
tilings In \vhlch BrltLsh Coliiinl)ia or 
any part of it has a special interest. 
When the Minister of Inland Revenue 
was chosen to a seat in the House ot 
Commons by the voters of thi.s city, 
the great argument made in liis favor 
was that the province ought to liave 
a cabinet minister. He is, tlierefore, 
tho proper person to whom applica- 
tion ought to be made in respect to 
any question whatever relating to the 
province and calling for action on the 
part of the ministry. If tlie p'^ople of 
Kootenay had a matter calling for 
ministerial action, they would address 
Mr. Tomploman on the subject. If 
they did not do .so, if they clin.se to 
ignore th" representative of the pro- 
vince in tho ministry, they could not 
very well complain that their repre- 
sentations did not receive conslder- 
.•itlon. ,Mr. Ti'mpli'inan Im.s a risjht to 
con.sulled on all i|iieytii,n.s ri'l.-iting 
to this province and calling for action 
on the part of the government, imd ull 
parts ot the province have an i-qual 
right to expect lilm to give such mat- 
ters his prompt attention. 

But there are otlior reasons why 
Mr. Templcman should be ."iicclally 
referred to In this matter. Ho had llic 
.settlement of the Reserve question In 
hand. Jlc asked every one to keep 
their liand.s off while lie s.-tllrnl it, and 
wo will concede that lir .lid th.' best 
he could. It did not prove .any heller 
"best" than what had been attempted 
by private citizens, but doubtless he 
exhausted tlie possibilities of the case 
as tlioy stood .-it tli;it time. V.'li, u he 
was a candidate last full he distlnclly 
promised to settle the question if he 
was elected. After his defeat ho met 
tho Council ot the Board of 'J'rade in 
this city and -stati-d that a plan of 
settlement had been reached. Wo are 
not giving hla exact words, but only 
the substance of them. He said that 
legl.slation would be nccos:;ar.\-, and 
that lu; Ijclieved the necessary Liill 
hud been preimrtd and ^voulll lie pass- 
ed during the present ae.u.si.ni. Now 
It is obvious that iMr. Temiilomau 
cither believed what he said or was 
purposely deceiving tho Board of 
Trade. Wo decline to accept thi> lat- 
ter o.\pIan;Ulon, and are therofore 
forced to think that in X^'obruary last 

, Mr. Tcmpleman believed the question 
was on the evo of settlement, that the 
nccosaary legislation had been got 
ready, and Avould oe certainly passed. 
No legislation of any kind having been 
Introduced on tho subject. It was not 
only natural but eminently reasonable 
to ask Mr, Templcman for an (?;ci)Ian- 
atlon. 1 



A TRAINING SHIP 

It is Interesting to learn, as we did 
yesterday by a telegram from Mr. G. 
H. Barnard, M.P., that the Dominion 

government is negotiating with the Im- 
perial f;-oveninient for a cruiser whii'h 
will bo used as a training ship on tho 
Pacific coast. To the Colonist this 
Information has a peculiar interest, 
liec.ause It Is In line with the sugges- 
tions m.ade by ."^Ir. C. A, tiregg in his 
London Times letter, it Is not easy 
to suppose what obstacles could lie in 
the way of a successful termination of 
tlie negotiations In question. In de- 
ciding to station a training ship lure, 
tho government has acted along tho 
lines of a request preferred some years 
ago by the Victoria Branch of the Navy 
League and very strongly advocated In 
this paper. 

Without further information than is 
now available wo cannot undertake to 
saj- anything about the potential value 
of the proposed training ship for any 
other purpose that the training of 
youths and men for naval service; but 
if tliat Is the only purpose It will serve. 
It Will be a valuable one. When tho 
matter was first discussed there w'as 
talk of the establishment In Britlsli 
Columbia of a Canadian contingent of 
the Naval Reserve. Wo do not know 
If this Is now contemplated. If it is 
only Intended to provide for the train- 
ing ot cadets, as the Japanese sliljis 
now in port are employed, tho slilp will 
be of great advantage, and in such ,in 
event, as well as in any other, it would 
be probably availalile U>v imllce duty 
along tho PaciUc seaboard. It Isneces- 
sary to "show the flag" In certain ports 
from time to time, and a training ship 
could perform that duty. The estab- 
lishment of an uii-to-date tr.aining 
slilp would undoubtedly prove an in- 
centive to Canadian interest in naval 
affairs, and it is time such an Interest 
made Itself more manifest than it lias 
hitherto been. The Colonist congratu- 
lates tho government upon committing 
Itself to t!ie principle Involved In the 
proposal to establish the training ship 
on this coast. 



NORTHERN ABORIGINES 

In a paper by .Mr. A'. Steffanson. 
published in the Summary Uejiort of 
tho Geological Survey, there arc some 
interesting facts relating to tho people 
who live un the Delta of the .Macken- 
/.ie. 'I-he great river of the .Xorth 
reaches the Arctic Ocean through sov- 
(•ral mouths and the land enclosed be- 
tween them forms a very considerable 
area. Mr. Sterfans{m says that when, 
in ISSO, whalers heKac their operation 
off the Delta there were probably more- 
than two thousand Eskimos aJong the 
coast there. They now number ie.s-« 
th.-m four hundred, and the rapid nu- 
nieri<-.-il deelini' is <lue to the introduc- 
tion of white men's diseases. Of these 
measles Is the most fatal. This dis- 
ease is more fatal to Eskimos than 
ljubonle rih'o'ne is to Kuroiieans. "In- 
stances have occurred within tile past 
ten years when' ten out of thirteen in- 
dividuals in a single house have died 
in a week; strong men dying within 
tliirty hours from the lirst aiipe.arance 
of the H\ iiiptonis. ■ 'I'hc ICsliinios are 
not very subjec-t to consumi)tiim. This 
disease seems especially fatal to the 
Indiana. Six years ago there wore two 
Iuni(lr.-.I hunters iinuiru; the Indians at 
l-'ort \S"ri;;ley on tiie .Mai-kenzle; now 
there are only twenty, and nearly 
every death was due to tuberculosis. 
Scarlet fever Is not uncommon and It 
is almost al\v;i>s f.alal. The lil|-tli rate 
is ver.v low. :\lr. Sti-ITan.son say;; lu^ 
has never lieard of a family of more 
than four Eskimos, and many of the 



afraid of them, and he tells "of the 

last pitched battle between tho two 
races, which occurred about forty 
years ago. A party of able-bodied Es- 
kimo men and women attaclced a'much 
larger band of Louoheux Indians, con- 
sisting largely of old men, women and 
cldldroii. None of tlio Eskimos were 
killed, but only two Indians escaped. 
The Hudson's Bay Company called to- 
gether tile relatives of the slain 
Loucheux and paid them what was 
considered a fair price in Ueu ot 
blood -revenge, and tlien informed the 
ElsklmoB that no revenge would bo 
taken, Since that time, almost wholly 
through the Inihience of the company's 
oiHeers, there has been peace hetwcon 
the two peoples, although tlio Indians 
have not wholly lost their suspicious 
dread of tlieir former foes. 

Air. Steffanson thinks tlio i^sklnios 
superior to the Indians. They are hot- 
ter workers ami are less given to com- 
iilaint. 'J'hoy treat their women much 
better than the Indians do. Tho lat- 
ter regard the women as inferiors. 
They are never allowed to walk side 
by side with the men, and are rarely 
spoken to. Their conversation is al- 
most wholly with otlier women and 
children, and the men look upon wom- 
en's work as degrading. With the Es- 
kimos there is almost perfect equality 
hi-tween the sexes, a nuin doing the 
A\-oman'H work as rea<lily ;is that which 
ordinarily falls to hini. The two peo- 
ples are very different in their man- 
ner of receiving strangers. 'Wheii a 
stranger aiiproaches an Indian en- 
c;uni)nient tlie w.inien and children 
como out to meet him, the men re- 
maining within the shelters and as- 
suming a tremendous dignity. On the 
other li.-ind every one in an Eskimo 
village turns out to greet new arriv- 
als. The Indians are poor hunters, 
whereas tho Ksldmos are exports. The 
latter are very honest. Personal prop- 
erty is loft without any protection, and 
is seldom taJion by others, except It 
bo food, and this was once supposed 
to be free. Of recent years the idea 
of n personal property in food has 
taken hold of the people and, while a 
food cache may be opened by any one 
ill need, lio Is now expected to make 
a nttlng return. The Eslclmo have no 
marriage ceremony, and an agreement 
to live together Is all that Ja needed; 
divorce is equally easy, and divorce 
makes no difference to a woman's so- 
cial standing. Indeed tho divorced 
wives of white whalers are preferred 
ns wives by tho native men because 
they are generally familiar with some 
things of value in tlie domestic econ- 
omy. Mr. Steffanson says that, while' 
these things may be wrong from our 
point of view, they lead to noth- 
ing wrongful among the Eskimos and 
he thinks we ought to attempt anv 
work of reform very cauUously His 
account of the Mackenzie Eskimos 
seem.s to disclose a race whose social 
Ideas are v ery nearly pr imitive.

Nature's Barriers. 

Many obstacles si^rvo to elvclc Ilio 
prosrcss ■ of asrieulttiral soltliMUOiU in 
lirltish Coluniiila, ehiof of whluh are 
tin; barrior.s sot ui) nature, dividing 
Iho country into alternalo belts of 
mountain and valley and presenting; 
formidable obstacle.M to the pioneer 
fatper-J|i.,8et(.rch of a . homo. 

The dense forests fringing the coast 
and ilnland-la'kea and waterways forbid 
more than a .trivial atnount of agri- 
cultural devcloprhent, siive at the cost 
of the destruction of the nicst valuable 
asset possessed by the pro\-ince. Tho 
diflleultles ot transportation are bolutj 
gradually ovoroonio, but the perpetua- 
tion of th(! lorests is of such prime 
Importance that the best of the tluihoi- 
lands must alwiiVK bo devoted to the 
purpose for which nature intended 
tlu'in. 

DiscuKsinpr the suliject yesterday 
Captain 'I'atlow pointed out the aliove 
facts in tludr relation to the problem 
Ijofore the department of agrleulluro. 

"I'or tlio reasons alluded to," ho le- 
inarked, "it is to the es-Mitral interior 
and northern valley.s that we must 
look for, the . c.sta)jUsl^,p).cot, .,o£..asri- 
eulttiral- communities, ' and tho 
government, alivor -to -" the '•.esistln^- 
condltions, is malting all possibb: 
speed , la providing i roads . and 
trails In those districts which are tho 
most. available for Retllenient. A very 
I few years) ago these distriets ■ were 
I practically unltnown r;ven by name to 
I the bulk of the people of the pro\ iiire. 
' till! greater ijortions were unoxplorod 
and the small patches surx'cyed did not 
j represent one one-huiulredtlx per cent, 
of Ihelr vast orp.a, . .. 

Preliminar;^ pxijl^ratlons 
were ordered' abou$', sis pr seven yearn 
ago, and these vv'ero 'followed up lo' 
surveys in tho Bulkley, Necliifco, Kit- 
sunikelnm, Bella C^Dola and other dis- 
tricts which are being extended every 
summei', so that in Another year there 
will be a belt of survdyod larmlnK 
lands stretching from tho Skeena river 
to the 'Bliclnvator and traversed by 
a wagon rb'a'd'. Th^'work of snrvi'yint;- 
has been slow from the fact thtit the 
surveyors had to explore for and locale 
suitable lands before proceedin;; to 
subdivide them, and this in a country 
broken by mountain ranges was a tusk 
which vequired time and much ardu- 
ous labor. 

"Thi.s year tho governineiit Is seiid- 
iMi; out t,wcnty-ono surveying parties, 
the largest number of any yeap In tho 
liistor./ of the province, and a sum of 
$:;S0,000 has been appropriated for this 
sorvleo. whilo $320,000 is- provided .tor 
roads and bridges. 

• But," Captain Tatlow '^continued, 
"while the departm'ents of lands and 
public works are thus doing their share 
towards tht-owing open tho waste 
placea to settlement, tho dopartniont of 
agriculture Is also active in prouiotln;-,' 
the interests and onoouraging the ef- 
forts ot the farmers. Liberal aid is 
being given to the agricultural assi.i- 
clations for their annual exhibiliijns. 
.52.-], 000 lieing devoted to that object, — 
$7,000 in aid of farmers' institutes; 
$17,000 to fruit growers' associations, 
the boa.rd of liorticulture, orchard in- 
spection, and sums aggi-ogatiug a total 
of S70,-100 towards the dairying, poul- 
tr\-. li\'o stock .-iud other agrioultural 
interests. 'I'he fannorH' institutes, live 
slock and dairying asHoelations aro be- 
in- sliinulatuil t.j Intelligent effort 
along modern lines liy exjjert oflicials 
(11 tlio deiiartment; whose work Is 
showing good results. 

Farmers' Institutes Progressing, 
".^s .an instance of how intorost i.i 
being aronseil in dairying. At last 
year's annual meeting ot the aasocia- 
tinn tiiero were only eight niember.'? in 
allQudauce. This year 1S7 were pre- 
sent and the same encouraging state 
of affairs IS found- In tho attendance 
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at farmei'a'vln,Btl,ti;t(B;.'.thdetlhgs. Mem- 
bers of the" tiiSlltutes are addressed 
periodically by, nten of practical ex- 
jierienco In each branch ot the indus- 
try who Instruct them verbally and by 
actual demonstrations in tho economy 
and practice ot tho moat approved 
methods of farming, fruit growing, 
dairying, iioultry raising, etc. The de- 
partment ul.so issues to llie members 
s])eclally iirei)ared bulletins and reports 
ti|iou agricultiir.'il subjects. Of these 
:'S,0II0 were dlstrlbutrd in ]!)0S. Addi- 
tional fruit inspectors, i)roperly (luall- 
lled iir hortlculturo and entomology, 
lia\o boon added to tho staff, insuring 
a thorough iiKspcctioii of orchards, 
nnrKcry slock and Imported fruit. It 
ha.-: also been decided to employ a 
poultry e.xjjert whoso duty it will be to 
promote, the growth ot tho poultry In- 
dustry and orgoniao co-operatlvo 
schumes lor lianjlllns tho products of 
tho different districts, so as to secure 
tho best results to tho -breeders. 

"The department has secured legis- 
lation authorlzir.g the establlshmont of 
oold storage plants for tho handling of 
fruit, diilry products, poultry and eggs, 
by means of v> hich .-; gro'al saving will 
bo made to the iirodiieer as well as 
providing tlio_ conAmier with porl'eclly 
sound and healthful utricles of food. 
Entering Into Its Own 
"Many well meaning people, inspired 
by a de.«lro to see tho country pro- 
gressing by leaps and bounds, aro apt 
to coniplain that agriculture is not 
ki'opliig pace -with the other industries, 
but a glani.'e at the facts will con- 
vince tile most iii'ssimistlc that such 
an opipion is lll-fouiulod. AVhilo the 
devolopnioiit has not been so rapid as 
might be, the- agricultural industry 
sliows il, very hoaltliy growth consider- 
ing that British Columbia's capabili- 
ties in that direction have boon over- 
looked through the united eftorts of 
tho Dominion government, the rail- 
ways and big land companies to fill 
up tho prairie provinces with farmers. 

"The ovorllow from that great tidal 
wave of settlement is finding Its level 
In tho fertile valleys if BrltLsh Co- 
lumbia, and it is tho cream which Is 
Coming our wa\-. rjosplto this handl- 
o;ip. the ijrogress of agriculturo has 
boon, in many respects, remarkable. 
Take as .-in instaneo the dairying In- 
dustry. In I'.iOt the total in-oductlon 
of twelve creameries was 74,673 lbs., 
valued at 520,841, while lust year 
twenty- two creameries produced 
1.81,'),a77 pounds of butter, worth $570,- 
:!07. The Increase in fruit-growing 
has booii still imu-o gratifying. In 1001 
tlio province could only show 7,l:iO 
acres idanleu in fruit, and lliost! small 
oreliarils wore coniini-fl to a few dis- 
tricts, while toila\- the fruit-growing 
area extends from tho Sk(-oua river 
to tho Crow's Xest Pitss and tho num- 
ber of acres of fruit is over one hun- 
dred tlioiisund. This sliowa an Increase 
In tho QUO caso..of 2f740 per cent and 
l,35l,pflntcerit,la'.thB other in slx years. 
Other countrlesVmaj' show larger to- 
tiiis, but, <.'onsldorlng our small agri- 
I cultural population, B. C. has no rea- 
I .son to complain. Again, take the 
I fruit shipping returns. In 1902 the 
tol.'O shipments by rail amounted to 
X.W'.M tons, and in VM^'^ to (!.41)8 tons, 
an increase of ovi-r •L.-jOO tons In six 
year.=. 

Number of Pre-emptors 

".Vnotlior hopeful sign .if jirogress is 
the niinibor of pie- empt ions recorded 
during the past year, when 1.000 now 
apidlcations -wore recoi\ed rejn-OHont- 
ing IGO.OOO acres and 41,500 acres were 
crown granted to farmers who had 
completed the settlement duties. In 
n^Jltlon, many thousand acres were 
sold and leased to actual settlers, so 
that last year's addition to tho agri- 
cultural poi)ulatloii may bo estimated 
at from l,i;00 to 1.,-|0() families, settled 
on public lands, while hundreds more 
purchased land from private owners. 

"In grain growing, British ("loliimljia 
cannot liorie to eunipete with her east- 
ern ncigliliors until the Kroat wheat 
I areas of Carih.xi ami 1 'assiar. esti- 
mated hy Profe.^sor Al.icoun at ton 
million aero^, aro brought under culti- 
vation, but the quality of the wheat 
and other cereals produceil in I3ulkley 
and Nechaco valleys gives aSHuranoo 
that this province will at no distant 
day be a competitor with 'Alberta 
red" and •Manitoba hard.' "

Civic Fatliers Will Now Size Up 
Two of Newest 



still other styles of street paving 
will bo-brought ofllclally to the atten- 
tion of tho city council when, on Mon- 
day night, Mayor Hall ,wlll rijcommend 
that Douglas ptre^t, Ijotwoen Huriiboldt 
street and Cljrmoiuut street,. bo, paved 
with -what la known 6S tho* Hassam 
pavement, white Alderman Turner, 
forsaking his old loVe, tho blthuUthio 
pavement, will submit a resolution 
that 'Cormorant street from the west 
side of Douglas street to the east side 
of store street be paved with granitoid 
pavement. Thoso two claasos of pave- 
ments aro no strangers to tlie civic 
fathers. At least the names are fa- 
miliar, even If tho relative merits of 
till) iiavomoiits are not yet fully un- 
derstood. The agents for both styles 
have been having many a heart-to- 
heart talk with the council and what 
with verbal explanations and printed 
matter galore the aldermen aro about 
as much at sea as they w(.-ll could be. 
Wood block.s, blthullthic, vitrilled 
brick, granitoid and Ilassam pave- 
ments have run the gamut of civic In- 
vestigation, in a theoretical sense, with 
the o.\-ception of tho llrst named, which 
has boon given a practical trial, and 
thc^ council, after vainly attoninting to 
please owners who will piTsist In 
changing their minds and after .tskiiig 
for one class of pavement KV.-ltoh to 
another, have about come to a point 
wlicro it Is a case of "name yor pisin." 
Call for What You Want 

Tho decision to recommend Hassam 
pavement for Douglas street, follows 
tho latest petition of owners on that 
thoroughfare, who, after choosing bi- 
thulithlc and petitioning for it. put in 
another petition asking the council to 
shoulder the responsibility and choose 
between wood blocks and blthullthic. 
This the council did, choosing the lat- 
ter, but a third iietltion asking for 
Hassam pavement was put In and, 
evldcntls', tho council is willing that 
tho owners shall have what they wish. 

Tho p.avlng o£ Cormorant street is 
a now scheme which has heretofore 
not come under the consideration of 
tho council. In each of tho above cases 
the work will be done under the local 
Improvement plan, tho owners to pay 
two-tblrds of the cost and the city 
one-third. 

Tho reeommendatlon. made at tho 
last mi.'eting of the streets, brid.gos and 
sewers conimittei! by .Mayor Hall, that 
early steiis slioudl ho talion to improve 
the main trunl; roads leading to :ul- , 
joining munleiiialities. the Ksquinialt 
road, Cralgllower road, Douglas street, 
Dal; Bay avenue and other thorough- 
fares, is bearing fruit. As a starter 
the council will be asked to sanction 
local improvement works on Oak Bay 
avenue from Fort .street to Foul Bay 
ro.'id and on Craigflowor road from 
.■\rm street to Russell street, thcso por- 
tions to be graded, Qralned and laid- 
with tar macadam. 

A Systematic Plan 

if tho suggestion of the mayor is 
further followed, some systematic; plan 
will 1)0 evolved v.-hercby all the leading 
trunk roads will bo improved. It is 
not posslldo that this worlc can bo 
done this year or evonr within the next 
two or three years, but tho coiioluslon 
the mayor has arrived at is that tu 
makei the trunk roads anything like 
passable they must bo properly im- 
proved and not treated, as has been 
the case in tho past, by a patchwork 
method. In each of tho above cases 
the city will pay ono-tliird of the co.st 
a.s. owing to the general use made of 
those thoroughfares, It is felt that the 
elt.\-'s share should be greater tlian in 
eases of local improvements on other 
streets in the outside sections. 

A jiormanont sidewalk for the west 
side of Douglas street from Garbally 
road to Franees street, the owners to 
pay four-lifths of the eo!5t, will bo 
recommended.

It is with very mingled feelings thfil 
one reads in the .Standard of limplre I

Thankfulness for the happy lot of ourj 
own children contends with our duty | 
for the great multitude to whom air | 
and sun.shino are luxuries only to bo I 
partaken of in their purity and bright- | 
iiess by tlic geni'i-osity of others iinft, 
then only for hours or days at .a time.

Iv.-o good meals, and plenty of 
games and friends; wliilo for .a remit- 
tance like 10s. one of the saddest and 
weakest of the waifs will bo taken from 
the slums for a whole fortnight on tho 
moors or by tho sea. For a remittance 
ot" £S 2b. a special effort can bo made. 
jV party can bo arranged under any 
name or description the donor chooses 
to specify; and 200 children, with tho 
necessary attendance, can bo sent out

City Gardens 

Portland Is noted far and wide for 
the beauty of its gardens: They form 
one of the attractions of the lim- city.

The story is told of the f.inner of the 
old fashion, who for years was satis- 
tied with his lot, until a city fellow, a 
cashier in a bank, with white hands 
hands and ways r.'itber refined as tho 
old-fashioned farmer regarded them, 
came Into his neigliborliood, purchased 
a farm beside him. and proceeded to 
raise crops that the farmer had never 
dreamed about. Tln^ farmer said: "If 
this city chap, with his city ways and 
solentlfic stuff about soils and adapta- 
tion of crops, can come In hero and 
beat me in a business that I have fol- 
lowed all mv life, I had hotter get busy 
and learn liow It is-'dorte." The ifosuU 
was two good farmers in the com- 
munity, where one of Indiftorent meth- 
ods and producing power Imd-lived be- 
fore. 

Tho moral of the tale becomes obvi- 
out when It Is understood that tho 
cashier-farmer was Induced to ttike an 
interest in tho Bclentlflc phase of farm- 
ing by an endeavor to e.vcel in the 
products of his city garden. The jdeas- 
uro ot tho business led him to investi- 
gate what was most conducive to suc- 
cess In intensive farming; and the re- 
sult was a love for tho wholesome 
money-making wliich farming rightly 
conducted atfords. 

The fori going merely serves as an 
illustration that may ap;d\- to any walk 
or M all walks of city lif". The point 
is for more men to get tlieir feet and 
lianfls in tlie seal, and nion^ men will 
learn to lo\e it an<l to become produc- 
ers in It. There is pleasure, there is 
yirofit. there is ( ontentmr'nt in it.

Latterly tho children of 
t"hrl.-;t chnrcdi liud become Interested 
in the {'hlncse mission in which Miss 
Wade works, called the "Birds' Nest 
Home," and had determined to HUj)- 
port ;i girl there. Rev. .Mr. Grundy tells 
them about this mission and otliers in 
China every month. 

Miss Turner, who had worked ^mong 
tho Blackfeot Indians in the mission 
near Calgary, told the children many 
interesting stories, in 1895 all those 
liidlanH wore hentlion. Now they had 
a hundred comfnunicants in a nice 
chureli and at' .a eontlrinatlon lately 
h(dd there by the liishop of Calgary 
aliout twenty candidates \verc con- 
firmed. 

Mrs. Murray Thaln, wlioin Mrs. Per- 
rin introdnced as one ot the oldest ot 
missionary workers in the province, 
told the ehlldren'how in 1S72 where 
the city of Nortli Vancouver Is. now, 
there was an Indian vllltige' whore hot 
one of the children had ever heard ot 
.b'sus. However, they soon became 
great little workers. Tlie band was 
nameil. at Ulsbop .Sillitne'H reiiuesl, the 
"Violets." luiil jiroved tho suitability 
of tho name liy their gentleness and 
kindness. 

A Kindly Act 

Mrs. Thaln told of the s\iiipatby 
these children showed to a iionv blind 
man living near, of liow they gathered, 
rose leaves to make pillows to send 
to llttli> children In Ijondon who never 
amellcd .a real flower and made .soft 
shoes for little bare feet., Tho speaker 
advised the glrl.s to do whatever they 
undertook thoroughly and clieorfully 
and the boy.s l;o be bravo- enough not 
to fear ridicule when doing right. 

At the close of this address Mrs. 
Perrin told the clilldren she was very 
sorry the rain h:id madi; it Impo.ssiblo 
to serve tea on the lawn of Bishop - 
close, but they w-onld try to get them 
all into the jionse. It was a merry 
fiarty, after all, that hurried across the 
ver.'indahs v.-!iere all partook heartily 
of the refreshments and then bade 
good-liye to Bishop and Mrs. Perrin. 
His lordship exiiressed the hope tliat 
on another such occasion the children 
would bring fine weather with them 
and gave a hint that they would not 
have to wait a year for the treat.

At tlU' end of tills hrief iierioil. after 
half a dozen shr}rt rallii'S. Papke stood 
unmarked, while Kelly lay unconscious 
in the centre of the ring, with a deep 
cut over his right eye, and Ills chances 
for the middleweight chamjiionship 
gone. Faster and stronger than he 
has appeared since his memorable bat- 
tle AVlth Stanley ICetchel at Los An- 
geles, Papke virtually toyed with his 
opponent. In the several cllnelies he 
smothered Kelly's attempt.s in lightin.c; 
and piislied lilm away only to land 
right and lefts tlial found tli.^ Clil- 
cagoan almost unprotected. Kelly lo.st 
the liattle when Papke landed hl.s lirst' 
t-lean right and left to tiic jaw. lie 
went to tho floor for the count of 
nine. 

Prior to this Papke had shot a ter- 
rific hook to tho temple, which laid 
opon ;in inch long gasli Just above 
Kelly's right eye. Kelly thereupon 
appeared to weaken and Papke In- 
stantlj- rushed him to the ropes, shoot- 
ing l(;fts and rlgliLs Into his mid-sec- 
tion, Kelly fell face downward and 
^^•as counted out by the timelceeiMT 
Masting-. As Referee laddie Sniilh 
counted ten, Kelly struggled to ralst> 
himself on his elbov,-, but the effort 
only wasted his last 'siiark ot vitality. 
He fell back unconscious. 

P.ipke's wonderful speed and 
strength was the feature of the brief 
contest. At no stage did Kelly have 
a clumco to show his. cleverness. Half 
of the ninety seconds was spent in 
clinches, Pa|d;e wrestled anil Hung 
Kelly about without niter regard of 
the (Jalian'.s greater height against, the 
rojie, whi-th.er he was rushed two ' or 
three time.-;. Kell.\- was almost help- 
less, and it was in this pllglit that 
Papke's blows were landed. They were 
struck at such a fast eliii that they 
could be followed only with difhcullv. 
All of Papke's lighting was done at 
short range. Only three important 
blows were struck. Pai>ke landing all 
of them. Tlie battle took place In. the 
open ;ilr and was witnessed by ap- 
pro.vimately C.OliO people. It was the 
fourth mei'tlng between the riv,-il nild- 
■ llew. ights. While not teehiiie.-illv .^o, 
Patik.i's \-lctor.\- carries virtually v.Mth 
It the middleweight cliamplonship title 
inasmuch as Stanlev Ketcliel lu's 
stated ri;peatedly in public his inabil- 
ity to mak(; th(> middleweight limit. 

Time was called at :;:45 p. ui. Papl;e 
forced Kelly ag.'inist the ropes and the 
latter hooked his right to the stom- 
ach. They went to close range, lioih 
lighting carefully. At close quarters 
Kelly swung short arm lefts and rights 
to the head, Papke forcing Kelly to 
the ropes, A h.ard right to the laW 
put Kelly to the lloor for tho count of 
nine, ,V dee|) gash was cut over ids 
right eye. 'I'lie Chicago light.'r came 
UI) vry groggy. Papke lost no time 
In iinishlng matters, lie l.-iced oul a 
right .-iiid left, catching Kelly on the 
point of the j,-iw. Kelly's head struck 
tlie lloor with a whaclv. ITe lay prone 
blood streaming from his right e\e' 
He wag quickly counted out bv the 
timekeeper, but It was at least ten 
seconJa before he regained his facul- 
ties.

'I'Ik! (ii.'ii'gii wa.'i 
hroughL liy olllcials of Ihi! city scav- 
eiigi.T deparliiKint, for which the accu.s- 
ed iiari her n oinploycd as coUoctor. Ho 
was charged wltl^^ collecting $1.25 iind 
falling to turn the money In. Although 
this, .was tho only; speolflo charge there 
were other Instancos where colloijtlona 
amounting to about J20 were unac- 
counted for on JKempthorno's books. 

Tlvb accused claJmed In dctence tlmt 
he hud withheld t)io money only to 
make change with. It was iiroven that 
ho madi! out receipts on statements, 
Jiistead of Uic regular doiiarlincnt re- 
ceipt form.

SITUATION — In the Gulf of Georgia, three-quarters of a mile from vSchwartz 
bay on the Saanich peiiiusuhi ; two miles from Salt S])rinc, Island and about five 
from Sidney, the present railhead of the V. & S. Railway.

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OT long VLi^o on(> of llic li'iuliiig 
weekly periodicals of the United 
States devoted an editoi'ial to glori- 
fying the "humble but efficient 
hen" apropos of a domestic fowl 
of , record laying powers. Since 
lioultry-i-aisiii;^ has come to be an important 
industry in Uic vicinity of \'ictoria, it is ])nt 
fitting that a tribute of sniuo kind sliould he 
paid the unassuming lady who supplies X'ictor- 
ians generally with fresh breakfast eggs. 



There are many poultry 
farms in the vicinity of 
tlie city, and all of them 
arc profitalde invcsi- 
inents, in \-iew of the 
great demand for eggs, 
and the satisfactory prices 
lluit jnevail from one end 
of the year to the other. 

ut in this article, one 
farm will he dealt with. 
It may be taken as the 
concrete example. 

(hi the snnn\' slopes 
'.at face Cadht)r(j Hay, 
joliii N'iucenl Cooper lias 
for live years supervised 
a growing flock of 
AVhite Leghorns that 
ha\-c contrilnitcd in no 
small degree to tlie 
bi'eMkfast comfort of our citizens. Whether it 
he that there is more sunlight and loss moisture 
on those slopes than on other parts of the 
\>,hether the dislaiit \'iew of Alouiit 
I laker has had an inspiring effect on the hens, 
Mr. Cooper does not declare, hut lie has ol)- 
tained wonderful results from his flock, and 
escaped most of the evils to which hen flesh is 
heir to. 

To those who generally purchase their eggs 
by dozens, round numbers may be confusing. 
But the fact that this farm marketed 103,000 
eggs during the past year cannot fail to impress 

iui\i)0(ly. 'i'hese eggs were sold at nn average 
l)rice of 33'.! cents per dozen. Some hens pro- 
duced as many as lyo ej.^;,^s chiring the season. 
These figures present the i)oultr}'-raising busi- 
ness in a most interesting light. 

The farm, which comprises fifteen acres, was 
secured by Mr. Cooper five years ago. when ho 
started in a modest way in the poultry business. 
With the exception of a field or two of vege-, 
tables, carrots, mangols, efc, which serve as 
green food for the tlock in winter, the entire 
sjiace is devoietl to the hens. There are seven- 
teen largo ])ens. or "runs,'' to use the technical 
Icnn, each enclosed by a wire netting fence, and 
containing a house for the birds to roost in. 



The runs are arranged In two long rows, with 
an avenue between. At the end of the avenue 
are the houses for the very small chicks and 
tlie brooders. The incubators are kept in the 
fMriiiliouse, where Xfr, Cooper and his wife can 
keep watchful eyes 011 them. So much for the 
hens. 

The principles followed i)y' l\lr. Cooper arc 
interesting, as being tlie expi'riencc of a man 
who has attained success in his business by 
means of careful experiment and study. His 
motto is "Vigilance." Incessant watchfulness is 
the keyword of success in poultry raising, he 
declares. 

"When I first tried my hand at this busi- 
ness," he says, "I did not know the first thing 
ahoutdiens. Before we took the farm here, we 
were living in Victoria West, and we had a few 
hens.: We set some eggs under a hen one time, 
and she brought out one ehickeii. which she 
would not care for. We brought it into the 
house, and trietl to make it cut. but it refused 
anything. Finally we managed to make it take 
sonic ]iotted beef and' beer, and naturally 
enough, it died. You know, chicks should never 
he fed for twenty-four hours after they are 
hatched out. That will give you an idea of 
what we knew when we began." 

Taking this capital of knowledge, and some 
considerable investment of more tangible capi- 
tal, Mr. Cooper bought his ranch at Cadboro 
Bay and started in. His experience has shown 
him that in the poultry business, as in all others, 
the way to success is beset with difficulties. It 
requires capital to start a ranch, and the [)Oultry- 
raiser must be ])reparcd to sustain heavy losses. 
For example, in hjs ;first season Mr. Cooper 
made only .$155 or so but "of his hens. Which is 
not a munificent return. , 

In the first place it is extremely difficult to 
buy either good pullets or good settings of 
eggs. When other raisers of poultry sell you 
pullets, it is .sometimes their habit to lot you 
have an inferior variety. When they sell you 
settings of eggs, they often sell }-ou unfertilized 
eggs. These facts make the lot of the new 
ninn who wants to . increase his stock a hard 
one. In fact, even, when .the poultry-raiser is 




well established, he must get new settings of 
eggs from time to time, to secure roosters for 
breeding, as inbreeding is fatal. So one of the 
troubles persists throughout his experience. 

Again, when the eggs are hatched out, the 
inexperienced farmer is likely to lose quite a 
large proportion of his chicks. These litllc fel- 
lows must be handled delicately aiifl the infantile 
diseases in {hi' hen v, orld arc many and serious. 
Later, when the chicks feather out, the j^oultry- 
raiser will find about fifty per cent, of them 
arc roosters, and, of course, the man who wants 
to sell eggs has no desire to feed a large number 
of males. The roosters are sold for what they 
will bring — twenty-five cents apiece is looked 
upon as .a fair price — and this brings down the 
net result of the hatching by half. 

A pullet is kept for laying purposes only 
three seasons. So the poultry-raiser, in order 
to keep up the strength of his flock, must each 
s]5ring raise a certain number of pullets, the 
number corresponding to that of old hens that 
have served their three years and are to be sold. 
Thus, in increasing the stock, a very large num- 
ger of eggs must be set each season. 

I^eferring again to the figures of last year 
at the Cooper ranch. There were about 700 
pullets laying during the season, and their out- 
put was 103,000 eggs. The actual value of these 
eggs was $2,700, while the expenses for feed, 
etc., were $1,311. The profits were thus about 
$1,400. 

As for settings last year, 1,597 eggs were 
set. Of these 130 were tested out, as being in- 
fertile, and 991 chickens were hatched out. Of 
these 1S8 died, and the total number of pullets 
raised was 350. Not a very large number, from 
1,597 eggs, but still a good average from the 
point of view of the poultry-raiser. • Incident- 



ally, it may be mentioned that the poultry-rais- 
ers dream is some machine that will hatch out 
pullets beforehand. The poor rooster chick 
serves one good purpose, however. He pays 
for the eggs wasted in setting, and for the feed 
of the chicks. 

Asked what led him to prefer the White 
]>eghorn to other varieties of hens, Air. Cooper 
said that these hirrls were superior for cgg-pro- 
duciiig' purposes to the heavy fowl, such as 
I'lack Jilinorcas, which are better as table fowl. 
The Leghorns do not eat so much, and so do 
not become fat and lazy. They are industrious, 
and will scratch for themselves. In that way 
they keep in condition, and last year only 
thirty-five birds were lost out of 700. 

It is important to work u pthe best laying 
strain in the flock. Eggs are set from the high- 
est average pens. The highest average from a 
pen of fifty last year was 1,108 eggs. 

A visit to the poultry ranch at Cadboro Bay 
is most interesting to poultrymcn and those 
who know nothing of the business alike. To 
follow the chicks through the various stages is 
an interesting study. 

First, here arc the incubators, in which the 
eggs are placed and kept warm until they hatch 
out their chickens. After the little yellow fel- 
lows appear they are kept in the incubators for 
about twenty-four hours without food, and then 
transferred to the indoor brooders. There they 
have a little leeway, to run about and take exer- 
cise, and they are kept snug and warm by arti- 
ficial heat. 

AVhen the chicks grow a little huskier they 
go to the outdoor brooders, where they have a 
nice little run, and at the same time tlie advan- 
tages of a warm house to which they may retire 
at wU. 







Turkey is to shake off all the shackles and 
restrictions of a mediaeval om])irc with the 
establishment of its ])olitieal ireeflom and take 
its ]Tjacc ani(.)ng the great modern nations. 

This is the oi)iniop. of Reouf .Miiiad lie)-, 
-Xcting Consul-Gencral of Turkey in Xew 
York aiui Secretary of the Turkish Legation 
in Washington. 

"This tremendous change will not be made 
in a day," said Reouf Ahnad Bey. "I cannot 
predict how long it will take. No one can, but 
in these days the growth of industry and com- 
merce is rapid where\'er cijuditions are ready 
for it, and in my countr\- there will be all the 
ach-antages that new countries ot'ter. Al- 
though we are one of the oldest countries in 
the w^orld. we are as if \vc had just been di*^- 
covered. Our natural wealth has scarcely been 
touched. Our lands are the most fertile in the 
world and we have let them lie unused. Wc 
have vast virgin forests that will yield more 
than timber enough for our l)^\■n uses, looking 
far into the future. We have immense de- 
])Osits of lead, zinc. cop])cr, coal, sulphur, some 
gold and mticli sil\-er. There is no telling how 
uiuch r)f these mineral,- set reiuains to be dis- 
covered. What has been taken already is like 
a shovelful from one of your mines. 

"While othe-.- countries have been opening 
and exhausting their mines only to find new 
ones by diligent search and bravery, Turkey 
has been standing still. In one wav Ibis is 
good for us. Yuu lia\-e been depleting your 
mineral suply and we have it all yet to gatlic-. 

"Turkey has been unlike anv other country. 
It is now going to be like the best countries. 
You must not think that the Turk is different 
from the Englishman, Cerman, ]'"rencliman or 
American. He has the same power of reason. 
He has the same sources of information and 
similar discernment anrl the logic of a situn- 
lion appeals to him in the same way. What 
has ha])penc(l in European development will 
be re[)eate(l in Turkey when political condi- 
tions permit.'' 

Reouf .Abnad Ho\- in ;ippeai'aiice is a goo'l 
illustration of the truth of these last words. 
He says laughingly that he is net unlike the 
average of his countrymen, so far as he can 
see. In his office he usually wears a blue 
sadk suit and a four-in-hand necktie. On the 
street he wears an ordinary derby hat, and in 
the evening his dress consists of a suit that in 
no way differs from that of any New Yorker, 
except when he goes to some officiaL receji- 
tion he \years the uniform of the diplomatic 
corps of his coimtiy. In nianncr and sjjeech he 
is as mild as the pictured Turk is fierce. Ills 
complexion is fair; his hair and moustache are 
blOnd and his eyes are blue. 'He says with 
pride that he is all Turk and nothing else, a 
pure blooded specimen of his race. 

"The Turkish \iv.op\c arc ])rogrcssivc,'' he 
cbutiiuicd. "Covcrnnicnt oppression has not 
diminished this spirit in Ihcni nor quieted their 



desire for liberty. That the masses have made 
no advancement is not because they are less 
capable of helping themselves than the masses 
of the jieoplc anywhere else, but because they 
lia\'e had neither incenti\'e nor ojiiirirtunil v. 
The C.overnment .gave them noihing and too!< 
everything from them. .All they could make 
at their bt^t was taken from ihcm in ta.xes 
to enrich the jjcrsonal retainers of the Sultan, 
Until now Turkey has been a government for 
the betterment of palace officials onl}'. 

"Suppose the masses of the people in any 
European country had been subject to the.se 
conditions, do you think they would have ac- 
eiimplislied more in a material way? The Turks 
ha\-e had only one general means of subsist- 
ence, and ih.at is agriculture. \N'illi this thcv 
have done the best they eonld, which could not 
be much with the (h'scrnu-agements besetting 
tliem. The Turkish masses are intelligent, 
though not educated. Education was not pro- 
vided for them. It will be. It is the first ai ti- 
de on the new Government's program. 

"From top to bottom of the social scale all 
the people of Turkey, with the few cxceptior.s 
that it is not neces.sary for mc to note, arc i'l 
f;i\'or oi popular government, ;ind, umlersiand- 
iiig the princii>les of it as tliev do, arc readv 
lor it. The franebise will be as free in 'I'urkc'v 
as it is ill thf United Slates, and \-()u ^vill sec 
that an intelligent use will be made of it. 

"The world w ill see why the social problem 
was not so important in Tiirkex- as the ])olitieal 
one. ' When the last one is worlced out the 
other is solved. When men arc free to labor 
and get the reward for their work, and the way 
is opened for them, there is no social- problem 
to worry any one. I read in ncws|)apers that 
the lowly Turk, like the Turkish soldier, is a 
religious fanatic, and that is taken to mean 



that his comprehension is limited, and it seems 
to be a common belief that either .soldier or 
peasant may easily be led by wily men throu.gli 
an ap[)eal to his religious zeal, and that almost 
any issue m;iy be transposed for them into the 
color of reli.gion. I assure yon this is a.niis- 
coiieeption of character and of fact. 

"It is like an impression here and abroad 
that the Turkish peO|de consiilcr the Sultan a 
sacred being, something more than human. 
You pbssibly have heard it said that the Turk- 
ish soldier fights desperately in the conviction 
that he is fighting for a deity in doing battle 
in the name of the Sultan. The Turk has no 
such illusions. .\'o lack- of proof of this is to t)c 
found in the fart that se\cn Sult.-iiis before 
-Abdul llamid h;i\-e been dciiosed. Mustafa t. 
was dethroned in the seventeenth century. His 
successor, Osjuan II.. was killed by his sol- 
diers and Mustafa again succeeded to the 
throne, only to be deposed again in a year for 
being a weak ruler. 

"Ibrahim 1. came after him, and he \vas a 
lunaiic, who became universally kiio\vii as 'Ib- 
rahim the Fool.' Ifc commilled every kind of 
excess, for wdiieh he was condemned to death, 
and he was execuled by decree of the Sheik-ul- 
Islam, the head of the chtireb, Alehnicd I. oc- 
cupied the throne forty-one years. He was a 
good man, a great hunter, but an indolant 
ruler, and for that he was dethroned. Selim 
HI., an enlightened sovereign, who founded 
schools ,-md |)ublic institutions and sought to 
])iit the emjMre and the army on a new basis, 
w;is o\-erpo\vere(l l)y reactionaries and mur- 
dered by soldiers under their control in 1S06, 
alter he had administered ibe Government 
iwenty years. The reactionaries proclaimed 
his cousin, Mustafa 111., Sultan, and he was 
dcpo.sed in a few months. He was killed in hi.s 
palace. His nephew, Moiirad V., succeeded 



him, and in three months he was dethroned 
on the ground of insanity. Now a constitu- 
tional monarch succeeds Abdul Hamid, and a 
new era opens for the people of Turkey. 

".All this dissipates the idea that the Turk 
is submissi\'c to abuses in the name of the vSul- 
taii and that he has a misplaced confidence in 
imperial commands. As any other people would 
have done under similar circumstances, the 
Turkish people accepted a form of govern- 
ment that came unbroken to them through the 
centuries, and with it the social order that was 
a piece with it, until they were able to change 
it all with certaint3^ In establishing Parlia- 
ment as the huv-making power and giving the 
peo[ile the elective franchise restraints on the 
enterprise of the people and their freedom of 
action are automatically removed. 

".As the years go by the Moslem women 
will not feel bound by the conventions that 
bind them now as part of the old order. They 
will adopt the ideas of conventional associa- 
tion of men and women ; receptions and social 
gatherings, that arc with you everyday affairs, 
lending useful recreation to women and en- 
larging- their knowledge, will soon be as com- 
mon in Turkey as they are in Western coun- 
tries. 

"The men of Turkey arc at heart as liberal 
in this regard as other men. Some of the men, 
like the women themselves, not knowing or 
caring about the ways of the outer world that 
has so long been free, may be satisfied with 
the social life as it is, but they will change and 
follow the example of the leaders of thought 
and action after a wdiile. The educated men 
of Turkey know what advantages there are in 
the daily association of men and women ac^- 
cordiiig to the customs of modern nations, and 
they will eventually establish society in its 
usual aspects.

"It may be a quarter of a century before 
Turkey achieves prominence as an industrial 
nation, but that is only a day in her long his- 
tory. I e.xpcct that a start wdll be made almost 
immediatel}-. There will be unusual activit}' 
in agricultural development at once. We have 
been raising agricultural products barely suf- 
ficient to supply our own needs, owdng to the 
confiscating taxes upon men's energies, but 
with these removed there will be an, impulse to 
work and achievement, and men will rise from 
the masses of the people, from poverty and ob- 
scurity to riches and fame, as they do else- 
where when at libcrt}- to work out their des- 
tiny. 

"In the next few years you wdll witness 
such activity in the_^ fields that Turkey wdll be 
supplying foreign maidvcts with breadstuffs, 
and in five years from now, I venture to pre- 
dict, she will be among the first of the cotton- 
groAving countries. We can raise better cot- 
ton than Egypt, which now is supposed to 
raise the best, and we can raise infinitely more 
of it. The possibilities of cotton-growing in 
Mesopotamia are boundless, and the new Gov- 
ernment will encourage it in every Avay. A 
large company has been formed in Constanti- 
iio|de to colonize Mesopotamia for the pur- 
I)Ose, and the Government has issued $45,000,- 
000 of bonds and employed an English en- 
gineer to establish order. 

"Turkish coffee will find a more general 
market now, and it will be rajscd in greater 
abundance. So will Turkish tobacco. This, 
with our cotton and cereals, will be the imine- 
diate foundation of a Turkish commerce. Here- 
tofore the revenues of the Empire have gone 
to support the excesses of the palace and an 
armv of spies and sordid officials, r'rom now 
on the}' will be api)licd to the legitimate uses 
of governnieiU and to encouraging the people 
to increased effort to better their material con- 
dition. 

The new Government has come to stay. It 
comes wdth a clear and definite purpose and 
fi.xed principles -yvorkcd out by the able men 
who succeeded in winning the army and the 
l)coplc to the new thought. Tho-sc who . or- 
ganized a movement for control of an empire 
by the people, and an army supported by the 
peoi>le and proving itself so faithful to their 
cause that opposition was swept away, give 
a^ guarantee of the stable goveiiiment.' The 
history of the revolution, now happily ended 
with coiiiparttiyely little bloodshed, 'detnon- 
strates the capacity of the people for consti- 
tutional goverhment."--Ncw York World.

The governor tricF. to make the best of liis 
official position, and all sorts of amusing sit- 
uations occur in the vigorous three foUl chase 
after Miss Carlton, played by ]\liss van Burcn.. 
To complicate matters the natives get up a 
fete in honor of the minister's arrival, and the 
fireworks arc mistaken for gun fire. The) 
troojjs are called out, and the governor's resi- 
dence is placed in a state of siege. The lights 
are turned out, and every kind of amusing 
contretemps occurs in the dark. The troops 
fire on each other, but fortunately no one is 
hurt save an officer, who tries to ride through 
a shut gate, and whose restorative, "V>. & S.," 
is afterwards interce])tc(l by Sir Montague. 
The girl is c\-entually won by the aide dc 
camp, Capt. Carew. 

]\lr. Gardiner had intended to take a part 
himself and to play Bavcrstock, the governor's 
secretary. It is a screamingly funny part, and 
he and his rival, the aide de camp, played by 
Bennett Southard, cause an immense amount 
of amusement all through the jjiece. Unfor- 
tunately Mr. Gardiner's managerial duties are 
so onerous as to prevent his taking part in the 
productions. The g(>\-ernoi- is pdayed by Dar- 
rell v^tandiiig, and .\li>s llrDok, as .Mrs. LJol- 
ingbroke, whn strongly disapproves of tlir 
young actress, plaved hy .Miss Gilbert, innrli! 
adds to the fun. .XHhody should nnss the 
play. It is one big laugh from beginning to 
end. 

A few lines about the individual members 
of Mr. Gardiner's company follow : 
Miss Mabel van Buren 

Miss van Buren, who is the grand-niece of 
the late president of the United States of the 
same name, started her stage career in \ aude- 
ville, but, though successful, she soon fnund 
that her true career lay on the legitimate 
stage, a calling whicii slie has followed for the 
past eight }'ears with cons])icu':)us success. 
An unusually beautiful girl, as her photo- 
graph bears testiniuii)-, slie f(jrincrl\- phiN-ed 
leading lady tt> C.'restijn Claid-:. Then she was 
with Edwin lioit for a sea.-,on playing in "Tiie 
Cardinal," one of the successes of the year, 
and later played the leading ingenue in the 
original production of Bedford's Hope, an- 
other great New York hit.

PAINTING IN MUSIC 

Miss AugustgL Cottlow is a young Amer.i- 
can pianiste, who has already made a name 
for herself, and is going to Europe to study 
hVench and prepare for a Continental season. 
Speaking of her art she said, among otherl 
things to a reporter of Musical America: 

"If I had not the talent of music, undoubt- 
edly painting Avould be my choice of profess- 
ion. Color affects me almost as keeulv as 
sound. She keys of . the piano to me have a 
coi-respmiding color, and many ])icces influ- 
ence me like a kaliedoscope. 

"'IMie keys on my piano are the utensils 
with v.hich f love to paint as though I were 
producing a picture of variegated colors. 

"Through the medium of music I can trace 
the same exquisite pictures that my hand 
would strive to put iqion canvas. Chopin, 
on account of his building on a chromatic 
scale, brings this use of color constantly into 
notice. 

"It is perhajis my one regret that the re- 
c|uisite devotion to music afforded no time f(n- 
the cultivation of painting. It would be hard 
to say which field is most attractive — por- 
traiture, with its magnificent field of express- 
ion, or landscape with its equally great pos- 
sibilities in another direction." 

Miss Cottlovv's voice drifted into minor 
strains as she discussed the "might have 
been," Pier voice, a veritable vocal Stradi- 
varius, seemed to intone the sad regret of the 
neces,sary neglect. Her hands, clasped in her 
lap, awoke both from the dolorosa. 

"I presume they arc sacred to music only," 
observed the interviewer tentati\'ely, looking 
at the small, perfectly formed appendages, so 
productive of pleasure when laid on the ivory 
keys. 

"Not absolutely," was the iconoclastic re- 
ply. "I don't see why they should not be 
capable of doing as many things and more as 
the hands of any one else. Developed as 
^ they arc and designed to gain such power and 



control, it is hardly fair to them to house 
them, as it were, keeping them on a leash till 
they touch the piano. I think I can do any- 
thing with mine — manual labor, pack 
goods," with satisfied glance at the various 
l)uiidles, "or fufil any mission for whicir 
hands were intended. Albert Rosenthal, the 
'celist, called yesterday when I was assisting 
in boxing the clavier, and was astonished to 
see my hands in sucli use. No, there is no 
hand worship here. I take no care whatsou 
ever of them, beyond the ordinary manicuring 
of the nails." 

With natural partisanship, j\Iiss Cottlow 
places music first in the arts, and she char- 
acterizes it as the "sixth sense." She attri- 
butes its supremacy to its being the furthest 
removed from the other five senses, going on 
to affirm its spirituality, and the connection 
of tlie other arts with the more finite. Poetry 
she defines as being the direct expression of 
thought, and a wholl)' unremarkable outcome ; 
painting is born of what is actually seen by 
the eye, or a graduation of the vision; drama 
is the imitation of happening, of which there 
is incessant example, while music is born and 
bred of a spiritual source, since not from any 
of the previously mentioned could it be ob- 
tained. She pointed out that there is com- 
paratively nothing in nature that could be 
named as direct sponsor for music, since the 
song of birds, and the general murmurs of 
earth life are insufficiently crude and limited 
to be the inspiration of music. 

"It is also more difficult to create and to 
express, being as it is absolutely intangible, 
which invariably presents greater obstacles 
than that within the ken of the five senses. 
Regarding execution, I cannot speak with the 
same autliority," 



LONDON BARS NEGRO TUNES ' 

Throughout the coming summer the Lon- 
don council will have bands playing in the 
evening in more than fifty parks, to defray the 
expense of which $12,500 has been voted. 

The music is arranged to suit the taste of 
the ncigliborhood, and the character of the 
programme has been raised yearly. 

This year the county council expurgated 
the selectio'n of compositions, and negro tunes 
have suffered by excommunication. "Su- 
wanee River" and "A Gorgia Camp Meeting" 
arc among those on the ban, as is also Bucal- 
ossi's "A Hunting Scene." 

As a rule, no two pieces by the same com- 
poser are allowed on any programme, and 
dance music must not be played on Sunday. 
[In certain places oi^ the superior residential 
class one-half of the programme must:be free 
from barn dances, hackneyed national, fan- 
tasias and similar pieces, and only one siich 
piece will be permitted at all other places at 
one concert. 

The educative side has not been lost sight 
of, and Dr. Armbruster, the council's musical 
adviser, has the power to alter or revise the 
])rograinmcs, which are previously sent to him 
for censorship. 

The concerts are very popular and the 
parks and gardens are crowded with appreci- 
ative audiences.

A SHEEP SHEARING CONTEST 

As a step towards encouraging the breed- 
ing of sheep in - Connecticut, the first sheep 
shearing contest in that part of New England 
was held at the farm of Samuel Russell, Jr., 
at Ridgewood, directed by the State Sheep 
Breeders' Association. The contestants in 
the shearing competition used both hand and 
machine shears and v/erc credited on a point 
.system. The flock is a cross between a Ram- 
bouilott and a Horned Dorset, and the average 
yield of fleece was about five pounds. Hand 
shearing averaged thirty minutes a head and 
machine shearing twenty minutes. 

There were yarious cash prizes, rapidity, 
thoroughness, humane, results, market condi- 
tion and cleanliness in packing the fleece for 
market being some of the conditions. Thexe 
was also competition in killing lambs and 
pr.eparing llicm for the market.' 
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TORTOSA 

The' history of Spain during the Moorisli 
occupation, which lasted from A.D. 6ii to 
A.D. I2I2, is full of incidents of the most 
romantic and extraordinary nature, but the 
record of them is so mixed up with the fanci- 
ful inventions of troubadors and countryside 
^Iradition.s tl:at it is not easy lo distinguish 
between fact: and fable. At one time the 
Moorish regii'ne represented all that was at 
tiiat time ad\uncc(l civilization and refine- 
ment. .'It anotlier time il was marked by an- 
archy and inisgoveriiment. Tradition lias pre- 
served a. few names and the story of many ro- 
niarkabie deeds done in tiic long conflict 
between Christians and Moslems. Thus Ave 
are told how Pelayo, who, with a few follow- 
ers, had taken refuge in the mountains of As- 
tiirias, liad with thirty men not only routed 
!)ut acti'.ail)- dcslidN-ed an army of four hun- 
dred thou.saml Moslems — a tale that will 
hardly be acceiiled as true, and _\et its cdiistant 
rcpetitiun fired the imagir.ation of the SiKinish 
Christians and kept alive the sjiii-it which ailer- 
xvards led to the ex])ulsion of the Moorish con- 
querors, Then there is the legend of Roland 
and the battle of Rcnccvallcs. whicli is .so 
surrounded with the fictions (jf Irailition that 
one can hartlh- sa\- what foundation there is 
for it. The facts seem to be that C'liarleuiasoe 
\vas achancinu; into Spain in an exiieditic.in de- 
signed lo (lri\e out the Moslems. \\ hen lu' 
was crossinj;- the Pyrenees ilie l)as(pu's fell 
upon ids rear-guard, which his nephew Ridand 
commanded, and utterly destroyed it. But thi.s 
is not the legend. That tells us that Charle- 
magne's army was a vast host, and tiiat Roland 
followed with the rear-guard of twenty thou- 
sand men. A great arhiy, composed of all the. 
pagan nations oi the world, fell upon him. 
Now Rolautl had a famous Imrn. the notes of 
which woidd ring for many miles mer the 
mountains, and he had only to sound it to 
bring Charleni.-igne to his aid; l)ut thi.s he 
disdained to do, and fought the enemy until 
one hundred thousand of them lay dead on the 
field, and he and fifty of his own men alone 
were left. Then another army, this one more 
than fifty thousand slnmg, aiiii made up of 
men from Xorthern Africa. t(jok-. up the as- 
sault. Roland- at first refused to summon aid, 
l)ut at length blew his horn. Charlemagne 
lieard it and would ha\e relumed, but wa-; 
persuaded that Roland was only hunting. .So 
the unequal fight went on until Roland alone 
■was left, and he dragged himself into the forest 
above Roncesvalles, where he died. The 
Song of Roland was long the inspiration of 
Frankish chivalry, and was sung by soldier:-; 
advancing to the attack on many a well-fought 
field. The stor\' ends with Charlemagne's re- 
venge in a series of mar\eIlons battles, but i'; 
is all so greatlv exaggerated thai oid\- the faci 
that there was a prince called Ivdand. who 
fell in a battle in a valley annd the I'yrenees, 
can be accepted as historical. Then we have 
the story of El Cid, which is the pride of Spain, 
but this is so long that it cannot be told here. 
So prolific was Spain in the growth of legends 
that wc are without any very reliable account 
of tlic battle of Tortosa, which occurred on 
July 1 6, 1JI2. 

The remnant ni the Chri-^ti;m<, whi) pi'e- 
ser\'ed iheir indepem'ence. steadile increii^e ! 
in ])Owcr ;ind influence after the great acliie\ e- 
nicnt attributed to Pelayq, and se\eral mino'- 
kingdoms were established in Spain, the names 
of which are preserved until today, and around 
them there clusters much that appeals to the 
imagination. The_\- were X'avarre, Castile, 
Leon and .-Kragon, and their several princes 
united with the King nf I'ortugal in an en- 
deavor to destro\- the Mr)orish |)o\ser. This 
liad greatly delerioraUd in strength and spleii- 
tlor from the days when the Khaliphale of Cor- 
dova was a centre of learning and refinement. 
Dissensions had arisen among the Moors 
themselves, and successive dynasties had been 
in control of the Spanish peninsula At the 
time to which reference is now made the .-Mmo- 
hades were in control. The .-Mmohadcs were a 
religious sect fnnued for the ]")urpose of purif_\-- 
ing islam from certain irre.gnlarities' th.at had 
grown lip within il. The name is eipiiv.alent to 
our word I'nitarians, and the .Miutjjiadic mo\-<.'- 
mcnt w--as at first religious rather than poli- 
tical. The new sect rapidly increased in 
])Ovver, and as was the invariable rule atnonff 
the followers of Mohammed, the transition to 
a political organization was very ea.sy. In the 
latter part of the tenth century a confederation 
of_Moslcm sectaries had established an empire 
extending from along the Western and Xorth- 
ern coasts of .Africa fi-om Senegal to .-\lgiers. 
a distance of more than two ihousand miles. 
The emperor had for many years cast longing 
glances at .Spain, ana taking advantage of the 
distracted condition of that country, wher-j 
the Christians and the Moslems were in con- 
stant strife, he in his eightieth \ear undertook 
the coiifpicst ot that coumi-w lie was suc- 
cessful ;mrl established ;i dynasty, \\hicli cou- 
finiiefl I'jr a century until it was ovcrthruwn 
by the Almohadcs. 'J'hese conflicts between 
ihc followers of Islam, while ihey dirl mn 
afford the Christian kingdoms much respite, 
enabled I hem to increase their power and he- 
coiiie prepared for the struggle that was now 
seen to be inevitable between (he professed 
followers of Christ and those of Mohammed. 
Thcr influence of successive Popes was direct- 
ed to the consolidation of the Christian ])ow'er. 
it proved very sticcessful, and when Moham- 
nied-al"Nasar undertook lo brmg the whole 
peinnsula mnler his sway, he fotnnl himseii 
confronted with the combined forces of the 
five Spanish princes above named and tliose 



of Portugal. They met on the Tolosan plains, 
which are in the Sierra Morena, in the south- 
ern part of Spain. Details of the battle arc 
lacking, and such as ha\'e been ])i-cserved are 
not very reliable. It is Icnown thai many iuig- 
lisii and iM-ench Crusr.dcrs fought on the sitlc 
of Spain that day, that the Struggle was fierce 
ami the residt was for a long time in doubt, 
and that in the end victory was with the 
Christians. According to a report transmitted 
to the Pope, more than one hundred thousand 
of the Moors were slain, but statements of this 
kind in relation to battle of that period must 
be accepted with a great deal of allo/wance. 
Thei'e is no doubt, howxwer, as to ihe effect 
eif the battle, it broke the power of the Moors, 
The .Almohades. while successful, were aide 
to command the adherence of the .Moslems, b'.it 
among a people which places religion as the 
foundation of the .state, a crushing defeat is 
likely in cast (.liscredit upon the particular sect 
that is in powei-. Ilelieving that .\llah was on 
the side of all true believers, the defeat at 
Tortosa seemed lo demonstrate to the follow- 
er> of islam that the .'\lmoh;ules were not the 
cuslodi.ans of iho true faith : their influence 
was compb.'Udy fieslroycd, anil before a new 
leader could arise to weld the disrmited fac- 
tions together again, the Christian princes 
made them.-.eb. es .>^upreme tlirv)ugliout the l)en- 
insula. excepting in Crenada. where the Mos- 
leius remained in a semi-ti-ibutary state for 
nearly Iwo centuries. In the year following 
ihe baille of Totosa, James 1. of .-Vragon com- 
l)letcd the work begun on that evenlful day. 
The final struggle, by which Grenada was 
wrested from the Moors has already been out- 
lined in one of the papers on the "Birth" of 
Mations" series. 

The importance of the battle of Tortosa 
can hardly lie overestimated. There is hardly 
any doubt that the action of l'o])e Imiocent 
ill. ill settling the dis]nites between the Span- 
ish princes and inspiring ihem with the single 
purpose e)f overthrowing the Moslem power, 
was one of the most potent influences in mak- 
ing modern civilization possible. Without it 
there might have been no Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella to encourage Columbus in his epoch- 
making vo>age, and Ch.arles M artel's s|)leiidid 
acliie\emeii t al Tours might have been ac- 
complished in \-ain. ( all the results of the 
crusading nunemem of the twelfth and thir- 
leenllt centuries, the victory at Tortosa was 
the gre;ile.-^t and most lasting. There were, 
many great deeds done on the soil of the Holy 
Land, but their effect was temporary, and 
when the Crusades were ended the Crescent 
remained in the ascendant and h.as so remained 
unto this day; but the battle on l^as Xa\as dc 
Tortosa changed the w hole course of Idslory. 



NATURAL RELIGIOl-J 

If a man. who had ne\er iieru'd of religii:)n, 
were alone upon an island in the midst of the 
ocean, he would be at liberty to do exactly as 
he pleased, as far as his physical powers would 
permit. Whatever he wished to do would be 
right. lie could not do anything wrong. It 
would be impossible for him even to think of 
doing wrong. If a second man should come, 
Avith him would come the iios.-^ihility of wrong- 
doing, and the nccessit\- lor law. Some otie 
lias written ;i slnr_\- of two men, who w-ere ca<t 
upon opp(i.--ile .si(le■^ o:' an nninh.ibited island, 
each being unconscious of the other's i)resence 
until one iii.ght they encountered each other in 
dense darkness. Neither knowing what the 
other was, a fierce struggle ensued, but they 
became separated from each other, and in 
.groping about to renew the conflict drew 
further aiul further apart. Thereafter thev 
haled each other, neither knowing what il was 
he bated. \\ hen in the course of mam- da\'s 
lliey saw each r)ther ami knew thai both were 
men, the hatred coiiliimed, but they divided 
the island between them by tacit consent, and 
l)y a law of hale and fear respected each other's 
domain. No longer coidd each do as he wished 
and then for the first time came to both the 
leni])laliou to do something thai was wrong, 
that is, lo take stjmething that \v;is the other', ■. 
.\'atm;il religion nia\' be. defined ;i.s respect for 
the l i.glits of others, and it seems highlv proba- 
ble thai the origin of that respeci was fear, in 
the siip])osed case pisl meiilioned. it is diffi- 
cult to imagine at what stage the law of love 
could intervene. The only one suppo.sable is 
that one should .sacrifice something for the 
other, but this would presuppose the existence 
of some other feeling than fear and hatred. 
These are natural feelings, having their origin 
in the instincl of sel l'-preser\'ation, which, we 
are told, is the first law of naiure. and seems 
necessarily ,so. 

W Here, then, sli.all we seek- for the origin 
()i self-sacrifice? Possibly il i< to he I'ound 
in the feeling of a mother towards her off- 
spring. Possibly it arises out of the relation 
of the sexes, although this is not absolutely 
demonstrable, for this relation <l()es not neces- 
sarily in\'ol\e self-sacrifice. 'I'lte relation of a 
motiier lo her child does. When the first child 
was born there was love in the world, whether 
it had lieeu there previously or not. Self-sac- 
rifice on the ]);iri of the mother xvoiild comi)el 
seli'-sacrifice on the part of the father, and 
upon this foundation the family would be es- 
tablished. Thus in mother-love we find a pos- 
sible source of all human progress. But at 
this stage a difficulty presents itself. We have 
no warrant for su|)])Osing that our race is more 
ancient than the lowest race of savages, and 
hence Wc cannot claim thai wc have had more 
lime in which to evolve our complex system 
of reli.gioii than they have had. The expres- 
sion "religion" is here used not as signif3'iiig 
a creed or form of worship, but as that combin- 



ation of moral and intellectual ideas which 
keep together the inodern social fabric, if 
this religion is natural, if it is the logical se- 
cpicnce of events having ils origin in the love 
of man for woman, or, as would be more jirob- 
able, in the love of a mother for her child, why 
is it that there has not been greater uniformity 
in the rate of human progress? On Fort street 
a day or two ago, a wrinkled klootchman 
squatted on the sidewalk; her feet, bare; her 
hair dishevelled; her whole appearance re- 
pulsive. Nearby stood a dainty young lady, 
as radiant of loveliness as a flowei. We have 
no reason to suppose tli.al the one was (he 
pr(Tduct of a longer ])erio(l of ex'olution than the 
other, i'ul we kuiow that in ihe slums of our 
cities represcntati'ces o\ our own race can he 
found just as rcijulsivc to the sight as any 
klootchman could be and infinitely more de- 
graded. Therefore, allowance must be made 
for ciiviroimicnt in ii.s influence on the in- 
di'. idual, and hence also upon races. Neverthe- 
less it must be conceded tli.al the x'anrus races 
of m.aiikind ha\e made \ar> ing advances from 
the absolute |)rimiti\'e condition, each one oi 
ihem e\'ol\'iii.g its own rcli.udoii, using the lerm 
in the sense above explained, in a manner 
wdiich environment will not explain. 

.'\ religion is "natural." no matter how in- 
v.ilved it may be, as long as it can be trace! 
back by logical secpience to its original source, 
as abo\'c sug.gesled. I 'poii the foundation of 
mot her-lo\e there wrmUl pruhably be super- 
im])o.sed all manner of beliefs and supersti- 
tit)ns, having their origin in natural phenom- 
ena, and in the process of time tiicse might be- 
come the religion of the race. In the develop- 
ment of thpni, environinent would of necessity 
play an important part. Hence we would ex- 
pect to find, as we do find, a wide divergence 
between [jrimitive religions; but it seems im- 
possible to cx])lain the difference between re- 
ligions upon the ground of ei'iN'ironment alone, 
if we delve into the ruins of prehistoric ci\-il- 
ilization we find ex'idence of a force which was 
working for the bettermcni of humanily. So 
far as human research can disco\cr. there 
have always been races superior to other races, 
that is, races in the enjoyment of a better re- 
ligion lhan others, employing the term "re- 
ligion" in the sense of a social cement. It 
seems hopeless to explain this difference by 
assigning it to the effect of environment. We 
seem to be driven to choosing between two 
all ernati\'es, one a different origin for the \ari- 
ous races of mankind, and the other the oper- 
ation of some agency, external to humanity, 
upon races of a common origin. The first 
alternative includes the latter, so that in the 
end we reach this conclusion, that the diver- 
sit}- between the religious beliefs of races is 
due to the operation of a cause which is sonic- 
thing ajiarl from environment, something dif- 
ferent from the law of sel f-i)rescrvaliun. soi-ne- 
ibmg distinct from mother-love, 'i'he tradi- 
tions preserved in the early ch.-pters of the 
Book of Genesis suggest a belief in a diversity 
of origin of the human race; but no profitable 
result can be reached by endeavoring to de- 
termine the exact meaning of ancient iradi- 
tion.s. There is really no reason for su]iposing 
th.at people who li\eil four or fi.'e thousand 
years ;igo '.vere an_\- better informed as to the 
loundamental mysteries of human exisU'ncc 
than we are. 'i'he whole Poble is full of the idea 
of an external influence immanent in the af- 
fairs of mankind. Thus what is above si-.g- 
gested is in keeping with the Hebrew co:icep- 
linn of Monotheism, although doubtless the 
laVter has been disfigured by association with 
tribal traditions and. by the ambitious designs 
and i)ersonal desires of those to whom the peo- 
plc look'cd for guid.ance. It seems cx'irlcnt that, 
if we atlcmpi io trace the i.ro.gress of religieju 
f; oni wdial il must ha\ e been in the beginning, 
when the instinct of .scif-prescrvalion ",as the 
domiiKuit note, until today, when we regard the 
Golden Rule as the supreme test of our rela- 
tions to each other, we must accept the idea of 
revealed religion. There may have been more 
than one revelation. .Ml men will agree that 
the re\-elation in the ^'.ospel of Christ is* the 
highest and best. Po.-sibly there .may yet he 
one which will surpass that. The promise of a 
Second Advent seems to imply this. 



THE FIELD OF INVENTION 

The |jail pl.aveil by the in\-eiUive faculty 
of mankind in bringing about existing social 
conditions is so great that one may almost say 
that, apart fi-om the perfor'mance of the natur- 
al funi'tions of the bofly, we live artificial lives. 
If one would endeavor to realize what mati- 
kind wtnild be like in an absolutely ])rimitive 
condition, and compare it with wdiat lie is un- 
der an ad\-anced stage of civilization, the con- 
trast would be so gr.eat that il would seem to 
be between two separate species. We regarrl 
the appliances of civilized life so much as a 
matter of course that we can hardly conceive 
what we would be without thetn. This thought- 
suggests another, namely, that the inventive 
faculty seems to be in some races in a state oi 
arrested development, and this brings up one 
of the most interesting 'picstions connecteil 
w-itli mankind, that is, the menial etpiipnieut of 
the various r;ices. It seems an extraordinary 
thing that the jieople, who in'ventcd the boom- 
erang appeareil to have been able lo invent 
very little else. Yet the boomerang depend^ 
for its efficiency upon the application of cei'- 
tain ]irinciples of motion and atmospheric re- 
sistance' that arc not easily explained. Here 
is a descri])lion of this extraordinarv iipple- 
incnt, taken from Chambers' Lncycloi)edia : 
"It is about two anrl a half inclii;,s broad, a 
thirri of an inch thick and tw-o feet long, the 
extremities bein^ rounded. One side is flat, 



the other rounded, and itJs brought to a Blunt- 
ish edge. The method of using this remark- 
able weapon consists of throwing it in a par- 
ticular manner. It is taken by one end, and 
Avilh the bulged side downward and the con- 
vex side forward, and thrown directly as if to 
strike an object about thirty feet in front. In- 
stead of going directly forward, as might be 
expected, and then falling to the ground, it 
slowly ascends m the air and, whirling round 
and round, and describing a curved line of 
jnogress, till it reaches a considerable height, 
when it begins to retrograde and finaily it 
sweeps over the head of the |)rojcctor and 
falls behind him.'' An idea of liie motion of a 
bo(5merang can be formed if one takes a jdcce 
of stiff cardboard and cut out an L-shaped 
figure with the arms of equal length, say, 4 
inches, and three-fourths of an inch wide. The 
place Avhere the arms meet should be rounded 
I'oth inside and out. If the device is then 
placed on the cover of a book held in an up- 
\sarfl slanting posit'on, the ends projectin,:^ 
o\ er the si.dc of the book, and a sharji flip is 
,gi\-en to il with the finger, it will describe a 
motion resembling ihai of a bi')omerang. It 
might be siiijposed that the race, w-hicli iincnt- 
ed the boomerang, would have invented other 
things of value, or, even if they were not the 
originators of it, that long use would have sug- 
gested other possibilities in the line of imcn- 
tion. but such does not a]j]")ear to lia\-e been 
ihe ease. Do we here find an insiance of the 
arrest of the dev elopment of the iii\-entive fac- 
ulty ? :\iid, if so, to what is it due? A writer 
in the Interstate Medical Journal says that 
there is anatomical basis for the suggestion 
that in endeavoring to bring up certain of the 
races to our own standard we "are endeavor- 
ing to educate a brain that does not exist," and 
il seems to be i)cyond all (picslion, when w--e 
look at the fruits of the inventive faculty in 
the fliffereiU races, that there is a difference bc- 
iween the mental ecpiipment of those racei 
which is almost ratlical. Yet this faculty is so 
uni\-ersal, although the stage of its dcvelop/- 
inent is so varied aniong different jjeoples, that 
one may define man as an animal that invents, 
\\'hat was the first invention? The story of 
Hdcn tells of the creation of the earth and of 
all creatures and of the expulsion of Adam 
and E\'e from Paradise, and then it speaks 
the first human achievement in the way of in- 
\-cnlion. It is found in the third chajHer of 
CJenesis and the seventh \-erse, and reads as 
follows: ".And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and the_\' knew that they were naked; 
and they sewed fig leaves together and made 
themselves aprons." This is the earliest re- 
corded instance of an invention, and admit- 
ting that it may be to a certain extent mythi- 
cal, it suggests that the first demonstration of 
the inventive faculty was in making clothing. 
If the inferences from geology are correct, ami 
they are not greatly dissimilar from the story 
tolcP in Genesis, clothing w-ould be the first 
thing that mankind would have any reason to 
invent. There is reason for believing, apart 
from anything told in the Bible, that at one 
time the human race lived under conditions of 
temperature when clothing would not be neces- 
sary. In northern lands clothing is regarded 
as necessary in order to meet the demands ot 
nalural modesty; in warm regions no such 
i(iea i)revails, Xo liltie child ever b.acl the idea 
that its uak-ed torm Avas immoilest, iK^r do 
grow-n-ui) people ihink so. The use of clothes, 
w-e may infer from geology, was the outcome 
of necessity : later it may have become in some 
lands a badge of modesty, but there is such a 
variety of opinion on the latter point as to de- 
tail, if not as to principle, that one cannot re- 
gard clothing as invented for any other pur- 
I)ose than to protect the body from cold. In 
all likelihood it was the first human invention. 
The second may ha\'e been that of \\eapons. 
( )i-iginally. according to the Hook of rkuiesii;. 
man li\-ed on vegetables, and geology su.g- 
gcsts the same thing, if men lived before the 
Glacial Period, so wide was the distribution ot 
vegetable life adapted for food that the iden 
of consuming animal food would hardly have 
entered any one's mind. The use of the flesh 
of. other animals to support human existence 
was doubtless the outcome of necessity, the 
devclopimmi of the post-Edenic period, w-hich 
geologists call the Ice Age, and very probably 
it may have originated in the consumption of 
the bodies of creatures which died from 
natural causes. We know that within the 
last fifty years dogs have eaten the flesh 
of Siberian mammoths, which perished in the 
terrific caiastrophe, which covered the North- 
ern Meniisphere with ice, and it is highly 
probable that Ihe human survivors of that 
catastrophe mighl. in the lack of other food, 
have kejjt themselves alive by eating the bodies 
of its victims. In time it would be necessary 
to kill things for food and for the sake of using 
their skins for clothing, and this would neces- 
sitate the invention of weapons. A stone tied 
to a stick was perhaps the first invention apart 
from the use of the skins of dead animals for 
clothing.- 

I.lut human pro.grcss did not fully begin 
until some one in\'entccl a means of producing 
fire artificially. The greatest 01 all human 
geniuses was the man w]\o first thought that, 
because by rubbing his hands together he made 
them warm, he might by rubbing two pieces 
of wood together produce fire,: There is small 
wonder that the ancient nations of Europe 
and Asia deified this great inventor. The 
whole world is the beneficiary of his genius. 
He converted motion into heat and light, 
and our inventors today are struggling with 
the development of his great ihouglil. With, 
artificial fire came Ihe possibility oi" cooked 
footl, of light at night, of heated dwelling 



places, of a home to which the wearied hind- 
ers could return at night to enjoy the warmth 
of the fire, which their wives or sisters had 
kept alight. When w-e reflect on the part playeil 
by fire in the life of mankind, wc cease to 
wonder at the reverence with which it was re- 
garded, and the story of the Vestal "Virgins, 
wdiose duty it was to keep the flame ever burn- 
ing in the Roman altars, takes on a new 
significance. 'When artificial means of making 
fire was invented, then, and not till then, did 
human civilization become possible, and so 
we give the unknown genius who discovered 
it, the first place aniong the world's great 
inventors. 
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The Birth of the Nations 
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The Ramayana. — III. 
When lUiarata's days of mourning for his 
father were over he left wdlli an army of sol- 
diers, servants and women, to find Rama and 
Sita. They departed amid general rejoicing, 
and Bharata, the women and royal attendants 
crossed the river in boats gay with streamers 
and banners ; the servants and soldiers Avent 
upon rafts or in empty jars; the elephants 
swam the river. The rowers in the boats kept 
lime to the singing of the musicians, and all 
was mirth and happiness, for the people 
thought that Rama, the well-beloved, was 
about to return to them. 

The rajas of the different countries through 
which Bharata passed, upon learning his mis- 
sion, showed him every kindness and atten- 
tion. The Brahmins, appreciating his noble 
sentiments, invoked the aid of Heaven in bis 
behalf, and miracles were wrought that he 
mighl tra\-el in case and lu.xury. Mountains 
were levelled, soft turf covered the rocky 
])laces, pavilions sprang up in a night wherein 
the travellers might rest and feast upoji 
heavenly food, the trees dropped wine and 
honey, lovely damsels, nymphs sent by the 
god Indra, danced aiid sang to them. After 
seme time had passed, Bharata reached Chitra- 
Kuta and met his brother. Upon the latter 
learning of his father's death, he performed 
the funeral rites, offering water and prepared 
cakes to the spirit of the dead ; then he listened 
while Bharata offered to let him take his place 
as Maharaja, listened and that was all. Pray- 
ers, entreaties, were all in vain, he would not 
become his father's successor until he had 
completed his term of exile. Finally it was 
decided that Bharata should go back to 
Ayodhya and rule in his brother's name untd 
the fourteen years were over, when Rama 
should return home with Sita and assume his 
. rightful place. 

Then began a trying lime for the royal ex- 
iles. They were beset upon e\-cr}' side by the 
Kakshasas, people w-ho were described as 
monstrous cannibals. Many were the battles 
fought, but Rama was always successful 
through the intervention occasionally of help 
from Heaven. Sifa, however, was the victim 
of a terrible misfortune. 

Ravana was the ixaja of the Kakshasas, 
and reigned in Lanka, the present Ceylon. Pie 
was a w-onderfully powerful ruler, and said 
lo have made the gods his slaves. "He had 
delivered his subjects from the fear of Yama, 
judge of the dead, and had coinpelled Yama 
to cut grass for his steeds. The sun was 
obliged to smile gently at Lanka, and the 
moon to be always at the full. Agni, the god 
of fire, burned not in his presence. Vayu, the 
god of wind, blew gently at Lanka." 

But Ravana was very suscciitible lo female 
loveliness. lie had heard of the beauty of 
Sita, Rama's wiic, and slraightw-ay was seized 
with the desire to ]30sscss her. One day wdiile, 
Sita was in the hut alone, her husband having 
gone to hunt in the jungle, someone dressed 
in the garl) of a Hindu devotee came up the 
path and called her by name. Sita appeared 
instantl}-, and seeing the stranger, and Indiev- 
ing him to be a holy man. smiled radiantly 
111)011 him aiul hade him enter. .Al first \yhile 
he talked with her she was sw-ecll}' anuable, 
knowing no cause for fear. lUil i-ia\-aiia could 
not disguise his real nature for long. Sud- 
denly in a burst of passion he told her that 
her charms had completely won her heart. 
He made known his identity, and said that 
he had come with the express purpose of 
carrying her away with him. Then, in spite 
of her struggles and her sCreams of terror, he 
lifted her in his arms and carried her to his 
waiting chariot, which, immediately they were 
within, flew through the air and across the 
water to Lanlci. 

Now when Rama returned and found the 
hut empty, he sought everywhere for his be- 
loved wife, rending the air with his cries, but 
he could find no trace of her for many days. At 
length he discovered that she had been carried 
aw.'iy b}- Ravana, and at fir.st he was almost 
hopeless of seeing her again. 

The following part of the narrative finds a 
parallel in some of the tales of our Northern 
Indians. It will be remembered that many of 
the legends.speak of a time when bears walked 
the earth as-men do, and lived and fought and 
loved as hurhan beings. So in the. Hindu. story, 
the bears atid monkeys came to'the assistance 
of Rama, though the monkeys play by far the 
most important part in the story. 

Hanuman was the commander-in-chief of 
the army of monkeys, and AVheeler tells us

lucky ones failed to i)ro(Uicc mucli to show 
for tiicir pains, hut gootl catciics Avcre tiie rule 
I'ather than the exception, several liaving fnll 
creels as evidence of their luck or skill or both ; 
one man at least boasted that he filled two 
baskets on his own account in one day — but 
there arc always some \vlio cannot distinguish 
between the enjoyment of j^ood sport and liop;- 
f^isimcss. Cowichan Flats upbeid their rcinita- 
tion as a good ground for spring fishing. I, it- 
tie Sliawnigan afforded some excellent 
catciics, Sookc Lake yielded one angler forty- 
five trout on the artificial fly; in fact, reports 
■from all the nearby resorts were of i)lenty of 
fish and enjoyable outings in spite of the 
heavy showers. 

A certain fislierman who was out on the 
Duncan i-eaclics of tlie Cowichan river tells a 
story of the loss and recovery of sonic of ids 
new tackle the other day. Fisliing with a lit- 
tle fly-spoon at the end of his cast, he hooked 
a fine fish, which broke him. Disappointment 
was great ; the fisli was a monster, he knew, 
but he also knew full well that -when he came 
to tell the tale of the encounter lie would find 
it hard to get his friends to believe the six.j 
he knew the hooked and lost one to be; but, 
nothing daunted, he tried again with similar 
tackle. 

Casting over the same pool, the same fish 
came again, and this time was the vanquished. 
When brought to grass the first cast was e- 
covered, firmly hookeil in the fish's jaw. Pos- 
-sibl}' the weight of the fish was "not rpiite so 
great as it had been after it bri^ke tlie firs! 
cast, but he had a good story to tell aftei ad, 
and a good fish in his basket to boot. 

The recently imported Mongolian pheas- 
ants are reported to be doing their duty nobly 
in the way of laying, several settings of eggs 
having been procured from them. 

Mr. George Rrown, the well-known pheas- 
ant fancier of Nauaihio, has \cry kindly do- 
nated a nundicr of golden pheasants' egi^s to 
the game warden of this district for the pur- 
pose of turning out the birds reared from them 
.wherever he thinks best. Mr. Brown is a most 
successful raiser of all kinds of pheasants, 
and is one of the few men, if not the only 
man oii the American continent who ever suc- 
ceeded in rearing grouse in captivity. 

To complain that the game and fish need 
better protecton does not necessarilv mean 
that the present game wardens arc not zeal- 
ous in the performance of their duty without 
fear or favor, but it certainly is a fact that 
they are not sufficient to be efficient. One 
man cannot be in more than one place at a 
time, and when he shows his face in a district, 
naturally the illegal acts complained of in that 
district automatically cease. A policeman 
does not necessarily make an arrest of a crim- 
inal very often, but there is no doubt that, if 
there were no policemen, there would be a 
great many more crimes conimitted. 

It is obviously a difficult task for a feu- 
scattered game wardens to adequately pro- 
tect our game from the unscrupidous and the 
imsportsmanlike. They need the co-operation 
of every man interested, and should get it. It 
often happens that offences against the game 
act are reported to the game warden, lie .t^-'oes 
to the place where the offences .are alleged to 
be committed; in the inajoriiv i.f cases iiis ar- 
rival is known to the offenders, wlio take good 
care to be law-abiding citizens until his back 
is once more turned. 



BEAR HUNTING IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA 

Kitiniaat, our last link with civilization-— 
no\v an important Indian village, and ;i tempt- 
ing location for the many land sijcculators who 
are following the construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway— lies at the mouth of 
the Kitiniaat Valley, where the wide river of 
the same name drains into the sea. Southward, 
northward, ;m(l westward are the interminable 
labyrinths of the Xorflieni llriiisb Columbian 
fiords, wide sea-water channels of varying 
width, in most in.stances uncharted and abso- 
lutely unexplored, b'or a thousand miles this 
western seaboard of Canada, fmm I'uget 
Sound U11 to the much-dchaled Portland Canal, 
is scored by innumerable inlets, studdcrl by an 
amazing archipelago of islands of all sizes, 
and seamed in every direction by the intricate 
waterways referred to. Our route took us up 
the wild and desolate Gardner Canal, two hun- 
dred miles off the beaten track of the coasting 
steamers on the Alaskan run — a weird, for- 
bidding country, but seldom visited by anv 
white man, save the wandering limber cruiser 
or mining man ; a country of stupendous moun- 
tains rising sheer from the sea, with half a 
dozen isolated valleys draining a vast extent 
of the unexplored ranges of the interior. 

The extreme inaccessibility of this portion 
of liritisli Columbia has no doubt much to do 
with the numbers of bcjtli black and grizzly 
bears that arc still to be found there. It is a 
countr}'- that can never be shot enit. b'or six 
months in the year these densely timbered 
mountains amongst which the bears live are 
for all intents and purposes impenetrable ; then 
for a few weeks an occasional chance may lie 
obtained, when the ariimals forsake the forest 
uplands for'iheir coveted diet of salmon from 
the over-crowded streams, and then away they 



go into some hole or corner in the rocks, where 
they drowse away the winter. AX'ith the ad- 
vent of spring, however, there is a short, in- 
definite season of a few weeks' duration, best 
defined as the period between the departure 
of the snow from the low .ground and the 
hasty ,gi-owtli of foliage on the cottcui-wood 
brusii, when the bears forsake their dens, stiil 
I'at and ravenously hungry, to feed on the 
open ravines and hillsides, bared of covert by 
the avalanches of former years. Here th.e beanj 
find a sparse growth of vegetation in the shel- 
tered corners, which forms their diet. .As the 
spring comes but slowly and the sun lias but 
little power, save for an hour or so at noonday, 
this \ e,getation is but scanty, affording only a 
semblance of a meal to the overpowering ap- 
petites of the hungry animals. This forms one 
of the chief difficulties of the stalker, for his 
([uarr}' is constantly on the move hunting for 
grass. We picked up our two Indians at Kiti- 
niaat, I'rank and David, two of the best hunt- 
ers in the tribe of Kitimaats, \\'ho had been 
with us the previous season. Such eyesight as 
these men jjossesseil was little less than niar- 
x'cllous; the ease with which they coidd dis- 
tinguish the black outline of a bear against n 
far-distant hillside bordered on the miraculous, 
and it was only to determine the nature of the 
animal they had spied — grizzly or black bear 
— that the services of a s[)yglass were rc- 
quisi t itined. 

k'nun Kitimaat to our destination at the 
bead of the inlet, a distance of two liuridrcd 
miles, we were lucky enough to obtain a wel- 
come lift in Lieut.-Governor Dunsmuir's big 
tugboat Pilot, which we foimd awaiting us 
at the wharf. This great convenience saved 
us many days of arduous canoe work, for 
Gardner Inlet is notoriously storm-tossed, and 
tle\'oid of sheltered anchorages to an alarming 
extent. W'e steamed all dav up the succes- 
si\'e reaches of this wild, forbidding cxj)anse 
of landlocked water, with .great mountains 
rearing their .gaunt, snow-clad sides sheer 
from the water's edge. We took Frank's big 
canoe slung in the davits, for it was upon this 
craft we proposed to spend the wdiolc of our 
time after the Pilot left us. 

Arrived at the head of the inlet, wc found 
the conditions even mere wintry than lliey had 
been nearer the tidal influences of the Pacific, 



and after a consultation with the Indians wc 

reluctantly had to confess that our chances, 
for fourteen days at least, seemed to be very 
problematical. \\'e anchored that night off the 
mouth of the Kitlobe Ris'er in the midst of a 
snowstorm that obliterated every landmark. 
The only sign of human habitations ]jassed 
dindng the (lay had l.)eeu the enijjty liouses of 
the considerable Indian settlement at Kemano, 
a village pictnres(|uely situated on a pine- 
clothed sandbar at the mouth of the Kemano 
River, twenty miles from Kitlobe, at the head 
of the inlet, aiul ei.ghl or nine hcui-s' steaming 
from Kitiniaat. This place was entirely de- 
serted by the Indians at this season of the 
year, owing to their annual har\-est of a small 
fish known as the Oolachan, or candle-fisb, 
ail oil)', flabby smelt in appearance, deemed a 
delicacy by a British Columbian, and coveted 
beyond all else by those fortunate tribes ot 
Coast Indians who lKi\e an oolaclian ri-^er in 
tlieir vicinity. This fish runs up all the Gard- 
ner Inlet stream,- during May in numbers too 
great to permit of even a hazy estimate; as the 
tide recedes countless inillii;)ns ru-e le!t strand- 
ed on every .sandbar, a bounteous feast for 
noisy, querulous gull;., crows, divers and 
eagles. This amazing waste of fish life be- 
came very obvious to our olfactory nerves as 
we approached to pole up a dozen miles to 
the Kitlobe Lake to ascertain whether the 
country farther inland was yet clear of snow 
and huntahlc. 

It took us nearh' four boiu's to reach the 
temporary camp of the Kemano Indians, some 
three miles up stream, where wc found the 
whole tribe of the Kemanos busily boiling 
down tons of oolachans in rough cc'.ar-wood 
vats constructed on the banfe of the stream. 
Two of the tribe had only returncfl from the 
lake that morning, and reportefl it still frozen 
over and hunting out of the cpicstion, but we 
decidcil to ,go and judge for ourseK'cs, 
country farther inland was yet clear of snow 
becomes exceedingl\- narrow and turl)uleni, 
necessitating continual use of the tow rope, 
in addition to strenuous work with the poles. 
At last, after one final struggle over the rapids 
that surge round the outlet, we paddled 
smoothly on to the still waters of this truly 
magnificent sheet of water, only to find thai 
we had been told the truth, and that the bear 



country in the vicinity was still covered with 
snow. We therefore lost no lime in changing 
our plans, glided dow,n stream ir' as many min- 
utes as it had taken us hours to get up,, and 
were soon on board the Pilot, l)ound for Ke- 
mano and the subsidiary valleys thirty miles 
lower down the main inlet. The Pilot left' us 
at Kemano next monimg and proceeded on her 
five hundred mile run to Victoria, so wc 
cached a certain amount of stores in one of the 
empty bouses at the village and loaded up the 
canoe with sufficient to last us for ,i lurt- 
riigbt. Then we hoisted the bi.g si)rit sail, and 
ran down some half-dozen miles to a .group of 
bare "slides" and npen country known to our 
guides as likely bear ground. The .ulasscs 
were hardly out of their case when 1 heard the 
two men excitedly whispering to each other: 
"There he is! There he is!" Sure enough, we 
soon had th.e glasses focused on a black bear 
grubbing amongst the rocks 500 feet i>r so 
above tlie water. Having won the toss for 
first stalk, b'rank was not long in shoving me 
ashore in the cauDC. W'e had an ;'.wesome 
cliiub, I'or the first joo or .(oo feet cmisisted of 
a sheer rock wall that overhung the water with 
only a narrow cleft, along which we gingerly 
picked our way upwards until we v.'crc well 
above the bear. \\'e crept cautiously down 
to where we had last seen him feeding, and 
then he must have winded us at the same in- 
stant we s;uv him, for in the twinkling ot an 
e\e he lirul \\diippe(l ovcv a falkn Ih.l;". and we 
heard the stones fl\-ing as he racdl nui of 
sight down hill. 'Hiere was just a possibility 
we might obtain a second chance at him as he 
crossed a steep, rocky ravine a hundred yards 
below us, and, sure enough, he slowly walkel 
into view, obviously out of breath and verv 
nnicli scared, at le.^s than the distance we had 
estimated. 

The first shot flicked up the pebldcs be- 
neath bis bind le.gs, which caused such an in- 
voluntary lea]) on his part that even Frank's 
lethargic features relaxed into the semblance 
of a smile. The bear then .scrambled along the 
opposite side of the ravine, facing us, every 
now and then stopping to lower his twinkling 
black eves in our direction while we prepareil 
foi a second shot. Momentarily he ])ausefl, 
and the iMannlichcr sights were levelled stead- 
ily against the white star on his che.st. At

Canada perhaps had 
not quite realized her coimectlon and 
lier opportunities In this forward move 
of the Chinese, for while Chinese stu- 
dents were admitted free to the Uni- 
ted States, they had to pay a poll tax 
of $500 before they were admitted to 
Canada. A good deal was being talked 
about tariffs tliesc days, but no coun- 
tr.v in its senso.s ought to put a tax on 
brains. McGill would welcome any 
Chinaman who came with the same 
Ide.-ils and aspirations iis Peter Ming, 
and as far as lay with him individu- 
ally he should do everything he could 
tn make it possible fe,r Chiri.-imen to 
corno to McGill without let or liinil- 
rance, and talto their place side by 
side with the other students of that 
iinivprslty.

I'ore pray that tile said act be amend- 
ed to the effect of allowing free In- 




gress to Canada of didy certitied Chi- 
nese students." 

He spoke of tlie faet that the .Vni - 
erlcan government had remitted to 
China $16,000,000 of the Boxer indem- 
nlt.v, and that the Chinese government 
hnd decided to spend this morney in 
sentling one hundred Chinese students 
to American universities every year. 
He also pointed cut that such students 
could go to America, Kngbiiul, Ger- 
many and l'>ance free, and said he lie- 
lii'ved Canada was the otil.s- country 
uhleli Imiiosed a jjuU tti.^; on such stu- 
dents.

the shot he rolled over and over down hill un- 
til he fetched up against one of the many 
boulders choking the bottom of the ravine. 
We were soon beside biin, and found hitn to 
be a fine male in superb coat, and obviously 
only a few days out of his den. A bear skin iji 
May is a very different trophy from the dilapi- 
dated specimens obtained late in the summer 
Or the early autumn. This beast was literally 
rolling in fat, in spite of the fact that beyond 
a baiidful of uninvitifig grass his body con- 
tained no signs of other food. AVe soo;; had 
biin skiiined, and iiacked his skull complete, 
downhill to the canoe. For two days^ 'vve 
bunted the many excellent slides in the vicinity 
of the llrin River V.alley, one or the principal 
subsidiary vallevs that" drain into Gardner 
Canal ; but tbc wifilry conditions that still pre- 
vailed inoved prejudicial to our chances and 
we passed much excellent bear country that 
would not otherwise have proved blank. 

From our cam]) at Brin River we hunted 
tlie slides to the northward without success 
until the evening of .May 5, when David spied 
a fine black bear high u]) on the face of the 
iiiMUiUain al)ii\-e us, feeding restlessly frotn thii 
successive eouloirs, where faint traces ot 
greenerv offered the possibility of a meal. We 
had a good look at him through the telescope. 
He was a tnuch heavier bear than our first 
one, and, like bis predecessor, ifi ijerfcct coat, 
lie was, as David told us, very restless, for in 
between the inoutlifuls of grass he snatched 
Jrom each little bench or gully he literally ran 
Off to find bis next mouthful. lie was fully 
half a mile uphill above us, close under a 
sheer wall that fell precipitously from the. 
glaciers and infields above, the ground between 
us, though steep in all conscience, being fairly 
open, and covered with strips of burnt and 
fallen tiniher. The rock wall, the home of 
ravens and eagles, was topped by miles upon 
miles of snow. W'e waited ifutil the animal 
fed down wind behind a corner of the rock 
wall, and then away we went after him. It 
was a matter of stnall difficulty picking up his 
tracks aful following cautiously along them, 
for everywhere he had left very evident traces 
of his overpowering hunger — great tussocks 
])ulled up bodily and hurled on one side as un- 
savory. Frank now advanced with even .great- 
er caution, and, peering over a boulder in front 
of us, we saw our bear grubbing away at the 
roots of some coLton-wood bushes, his body 
half hidden by the stem of a withered tree. 
1"hen he moved his shoulder into full view, and 
a second later it was pierced by a Mannlicher 
bullet. No one could mistake the thud that 
was heard, although he galloped away down 
hill with apparetit strength and speed, when 
suddenly he collapsed and fell bead foremost 
into a dense patch of cotton-wood brush. He 
proved to be a very big bear, 2 feet longer than 
our first one, and again v/e found it impossible 
to exag.gerale the excellence of his coat — black, 
deej) and glossy, with no trace of any worn 
patches.

Then as the 
whole arm}' cf Rakshasas fell upon him, he was 
obliged to return to' India. 

.'\. great war followed, for Hanuman and 
his army of bears and bonkeys, accompanied 
hj-^ Rama, crossed the water once again to 
Lanka. After a terrible struggle, Rama and 
Manuman we:e successful and l^;ima slew 
Rax'ana. and Sita was restored to his arms. 

."-^iia, however, was forced to jiass through 
a horrible ordeal. Slic must .qo through the 
trial bv fire lo ]irovc her jjurity. An etior- 
mou.s ]iile was built afid the _\-oung wife threw 
herself into the flames. lUit A.gni, the god of 
fire, protected her, and she came safely 
through the ordeal, the god himself assuming 
human form and handing her from his arms 
to Rama "as pure as the undriven snow." 

The fourteen years of exile were now over, 
and Rama and Sita returned to Aj'odhya, 
where the i)eople welcomed them gladly, 
l.aler, hnwe\'er, the country was visited by a 
famine, ;ind there was defitli and suffering 
everywhere, i'he gods told Ramti that unless 
he ^\■lluI(l exile Sita, ccniditions could never be 
ameliorated, and he was forced to obey the 
harsh command, Sita was left in the jungle, 
where a few months later her two sons were 
born. But Rama' could not live without his 
wife, existence wss a terrible burden, and as 
the years dragged on each succeeding one 
found him sadder and more hopeless. - At 
length bis grief and lotieliness becoming un^ 
bearable, he went to ihc jufi.glc to seek Sita, 
and while looking for her be heard his two 
sons sin.giug. They led him to his wife, whe) 
almost fainted with joy upon seeing him agan. 
He begged her forgiveness for his apparent 
heartle.ssness, and told her he had suffered 
tlirou.gh the decree of tiie gods. They all re- 
turned home together and were never parted 
again, living in happiness until death.

One of the. most, remarkable en- 
counters that h&s' over been . recorded 
was that .which 'f ollowcfd the attempt 
of emp.'ioyees and deteotlvea of one 
Inrso Montreal department store to 
[orcefully pre-empt the premises of 
another, last week. 

The Bet-to was the outcome of a 
loiifj-drawn out series of inanoouvroH. 
It was the ilircct result of the rolusal 
on the part of Scrogglo & Co. to pay 
the Carsloy Com])any ?10,000 doniaiul- 
od for tlic prlvlk'Ke or taUing- an extra 
ten days in vacatinjr tliolr premises. 
On the ovenint^ preceding tlio big- bat- 
tle Mr. ScrosBlo received a message 
from Mr. Maxwell GoUlstoiii, repre- 
sonting the Carsley firm, saying that 
he would be ylad to see him, and make 
a sugKc-'^tion that would be accept- 
able to both sides. 

In order that the story which fol- 
lows may bo better appreciated, it will 
be as well to say at tlie outset that 
the real dispute between the two 
llrnis liaa not yet seen i>rlnt, and the 
four months' clause, wliich was added 
to tliG lease made by the Osllvles with 
the Scrogglcs, by which they could 
continue to do business for that term 
after the expiration of the Scroggic 
lease, does ?»ot enter into the events of 
to a ay. 

When Mr. Scroggle got the messnRe 
from Mr. Goldstein, ho at once tele- 
jilioned Mr. J. N. Greenshlelds, K. C, 
who for a long time has looked after 
the legal business of the Arm. Mr. 
Greenshlelds agreed to meet Mr. Gold- 
stein, with jMr. Scroggle, expecting 
that Mr. Carsley would also bo pre- 
sent. 

At the Conference 
Mr. Carsley was not there, and Mr. 
Goldstein opened the sitting by aslt- 
ing what his visitors proposed to do. 
It was stated In reply that they would 
do all they could for the best interests 
of both firms. 

An agreomont lay upon the desk of 
3Ir. Goldstein, and he asked that Jlr. 
Scroggio should sign it. Jlr. Green- 
shlelds asked to have it until the 
morning, to consider It, and Mr. Gold- 
stein declined to let It out of his 
hands. 

"And do you expect nie to let my 
client sign it unless I read it?" Mr. 
Greenshlelds asked. Eventually, Mr. 
Goldstein read it aloud. It was an 
agreement between the two parties to 
the effect that the Carsley firm would 
allow the Scroggies to take another 
ten days in which to move. 

It was suggested that they should 
move certain flats on certain days, 
and jneanwhile the Incoming firm 
should take possession of the flats a.'^ 
vacated. 

All this seemed to please both coun- 
sel iinrt ' Mr. Scroggle until a little 
clause crei)t in to the effect tliat in 
allowing the Scroggle lirm the privll- 
egfa referred to, the Scroggle firm, 
would pay over to the Carsley firm 
the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

"Ten thousand dollars!" echoed Mr. 
Greenshlelds. "No, sir, not one cent. 
Wo &te within our rights In getting 
out Within the next ton days a^d we 
will stand by our rights." 

That was really the end of the in- 
terview. 

Tho Scroggle establishment was 
closed that night at six o'clock as for 
as sales were concerned, but late into 
the night men -tvcre bn.sy moving tlie 
stock over to the building, at the 
.southeast corner of "Windsor and 
Catherine streets. 

Well on towards midnight, the 
building — the old liome of the famous 
Queen's Theatre, and stores from 
which many of Montreal's big busi- 
ness men have graduated — was closed 
up for the nlght» 

"I Want Your Keys." 

Night ^yatchman Fentcm was given 
the keys and he set out on his many 
lonely rounds covering floor after 
floor from tlie basement to the roof. 
At .") o'clock in the morning he was 
startled by a ring at the Victoria 
street door, and he made his way 
there as fast as he could. There he 
found several men, tho leader of whom 
ssald: "I want your keys!" 

Visions of burglars, visions of a 
family waiting in vain for his com- 
ing, went through his head, and when 
he recovered from the shock he asked 
who they wore, and why he should 
give them his keys. He was told 
that they reiiresented the Carsley firm 
and that tliey belonged to tho Cana- 
dkm Detective Bureau. 

He asked permission to teleplione 
to Mr. Scroggle, and tliis was granted. 
Mr. Scroggle was not slow in answer- 
ing the telephone, and neither was lie 
slow in answering the ipuslioii as to 
whether or not Kenton .«liou!d 'uii-id 
over the keys of the r.stabllshmer-t. 
His fiinpliatic reply was: 

"Certainly not; do not hand over the 
keys." 

Keys Handed Over by Mistake 
Fenton was much upset, as niMy he 
imagined, and lie misunderstood tlie 
reply to the question. Ho thought hi.s 
employer said: "Give him tlio keys," 
and this he did. 

Meanwhile, Mr. .Scroggle went out, 
and he then discovered the man's mis- 
take, At o'clock, hi' liad Mr. Green- 
shlelds on tlK' telephone, and told him 
what had liappeiK d, and asked what 
lie was to do, 

"Do? (;et your men together and 
defend your projierty. Take; your jiro- 
porty back, no matter wliat it costs," 
was tho reply. 

Mr. Scroggle was not long in act- 
ing. He got together all the em- 
ployees ho could, and shortly before S 
o'clock there was a collection of men 
at the St. Catherine street doors on 
the outside, and a collection of men 
at the doors on tho inside. They 
glared at each other, and the men on 
the outside said: "Open those doors 
and let us get in." 

"Shan't," was the reply. 
' Mr. Greenshlelds was again called 
up by 'phono, and ho said: "Take pos- 
session by force and when you get in, 
take all the locks off the. doors and 
throw the doors open wide." 

Door Opened W|th Crowbar 
Tho Scroggle men took their ad- 
viser literally. A crowbar was found 
and the. centra door quickly broken 
open, and ^vlth a rush In went the 
Scroggle forces. The Carsley men 
could not atop them entering and 
soon a big stream of employees began 
to appear upo;i the scene,. 

By tho fifties they entered the store 
and were met by,- tho various foremen 
and 'told to prepai'a for- work. Then 
came another argumorit. Tho Cars- 
ley men quite agrood that they were 
beaten as ..to .the Scroggle forces en- 
tering tho stores .but they said that 
they had been told that under no cir- 
cumstances- would the employees be 
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allowed to carry on business, "TutI 
tuti"..was tho only satisfaction they 
sot In reply. Then tho little and big 
saJeawomen got to tho counters, but 
there was little to do. 

The fact was that the scrap at- tho 
door had attracted as much attention 
as a Star branch hockey bulletin, and 
tlie police were telephoned to conio as 
soon as possible and open up tratlic. 
Police on the Scene 
Uniformed men wore soon on the 
scene, and tho sldev.-alk was cleared. 
Then ono of thi; Scroggle men took 
Ills iiositlon outsid(! tile store and .said: 
"Everytlitng going on as usual, la- 
dles, walk right in." To this a burly 
gentleman, who stood In tho centre of 
tlie big doorway, replied: 'Nothing 
doing." It was certainly amusing, and 
It ke|it tile crowd In good humor for 
a long time. The ladles soon grew 
liold and passed in. It cannot be said 
that things resembled a Christmas 
eve business, but Just the same, the 
live, ten and twenty cent counters 
wero busy, even if It were only the 
result of ladles entering just dying to 
see tho fun. 

Iri Anxious Consultation 
In n senii-clrele ten feet inside tho 
store weri-! a score or so of men, who 
were Carsley representatives and of- 
licors of tlie Canadian Detective Bur- 
eau, They were tliero waiting for the 
word of command from those who had 
gone down -town to get the law to 
work-. 

All kinds of writ.i were suggested, 
but the morning wore on and no one 
came along to tell tliein what to do. 

The Messrs. Carsley and Mr. Palmer 
tholr manager, had a long talk with 
Mr. Goldstein, but no action was ta- 
ken. 

The other side got to work In quick 
haste. There was rumor that the 
Car.slov men were to bo reinforced by 
fifty city policemen, and this was 
communicated to Mr. Greenshlelds. 

Judge Choquet's Advice 
Mr. Greenshlelds at once got in 
touch with Judge Choriuet, and ex- 
jilalned tlie situation to him. He 
pointed out that lie would advise his 
clients to have a hundred men in 
readiness to repulse any attack upon 
tlie premises, and to defend them even 
if it meant tlio spilling of blood. 

.Tudge Choquet advised him that 
iind(>r t!io circumstances he was per- 
fectly riglit in his advice, and that his 
clients were Justified In defendlrg 
their property. 

The next move was to follow this 
adviee, and Mr. Scroggle sought the 
assistance of Jlr. E. R. Carrington, 
general manager of the Tbiel Detec- 
tive .Service. Af.r. Carrington was in- 
striictod to go up to the Scroggle 
store with all tho men he could com- 
mand and clean It of Car.iloy men and 
other detectives. This was no easy 
Job; but It was orders from the front 
and orders were oljeyed. 

With a good force behind him ^Mr. 
Carrington marched into the store and 
then commenced one of the prettiest 
little .specialties that it has ever been 
the good fortune of a departmental 
store to enjoy. 

Hustled Into the Street 

One of tho Carsley men. Van de 
Water, had been left In charge of a 
certain spot. He was told to get out, 
and he refused. It was only twenty 
seconds before he was out on the 
sid»iwalk. He has a badly bruised 
J;iw, Others saw the wisdom of a 
hasty ('K\t, while others again thought 
it would be a good idea to hie away 
and so be In readiness for the fray 
when the enemy was not so strong. 
Thiel men went after them in every 
quarter of tile building, and as fast as 
they were found they were bundled 
headlong on to St. Catherine street. 

And during all this there was a 
steady flow of business. People sug- 
gested tliat it was a fine advertising 
scheme that tlie two firms had agreed 
upon; but later events showed that 
the hostility Ijetween the two Is i^f 
such intensity that even the word 
•■jail" v,-as iiassed, and eventually 
.Tudge Baziu had to take a liand in 
tlK' matter. 

After Judge Choquet had been told 
of the Intentions of the Scroggies, he 
took a morning walk past the scene, 
and he seemed to enjoy what was go- 
ing on. Of course at that time there 
%vas no disturbance. There was just 
a jolly crowd enjoying the fun. 

But later on It became more ser- 
ious when Mr. Greenshlelds appeared 
before him and asked that if the 
Carsl(>y firm did not ce.ijie to attempt 
forcible possession he would be com- : 
l>elliHl to ask for a warrant, so that 
the facts could bo laid before a proper 
tribunal. 

Bdfore Judge Bazin 

Judge IjOot or Judge Bazln are the 
magistrates to wliom application 
should be made for a warrant; and 
eventually Judge Bazan was asked to 
take stringent measures to put a stop 
to the battle as it was then being 
waged. 

-Mr. Carsley was invited to appear 
before Judge Bazln. and with his tit- 
tonieys, .Me.sHrs, f!oidst(dii and H(>ulae, 
he dill so at noon. -Mr. Hcroggie was 
tli(;re with Air. Greensliieids. .Mr. Lan- 
guedoc and Jlr, N. K. Laflammo. 

There was rather a warm scene for 
a few minutes. 

Will Go Before Civil Courts 
'I'lie matter was argued from both 
star.tlpoints ;ind Jlr. Carsley agreed to 
di,-jC(Mitlnue tlie light as waged from 
live o'clock this morning and to go to 
tlie civil courts for redress. Tlirough 
.Mr, (ireenshii'lds, Mr. Sorog^e re- 
marlied tliat tli.'it was exactly what he 
was looking for. 

It is generall.v bollovod that tho re- 
sult of the. fight will be the Issue of a 
writ demanding damages in a large 
sum. That tiiero will bo long and bit- 
ter litigation is acknowledged by both 
sides by Implication, but neither Mr. 
Scroggle or Mr. Carsley would give 
out ono word for publication. Mr. 
Scrogglo says; "I will speak at the 
proper time," Mr. Carsley says: "I 
am too busy to see anyone." Mr. 
Greenshlelds says: "Wo will discuss 
the matter In duo time," 



protruding from tho surface of tho 
soil, their stems and branches bearing 
every sign of age, three forest trees in 
miniature as grown so largely by the 
Japanese. 

At lirst sight this cult of tho "dwarf" 
tree, which is carried to such perfec- 
tion by tlie natives of Japan tnat it 
forms with their upper cla.«(ses pait of 
u liberal education, may seem a dllld- 
Isli and even wanton sport thus to crix>, 
cabin arid .conflne the nat-aral energy 
of noble trees. 

But It niuBt be remembarGd that in 
Japanese horticulture tho ar; of land- 
scape 'gardening In mmi.'itiire plays an 
Important part; a town or village, \iii!i 
.surrounding country, will be lonned 
within a plot of ground a ivw ytu'ds 
square, A river with Us bridges, a 
iake with tiny ships upon Its breast, 
roads, gardens, holds, form part of 
the design. Tills borne In mind, it will 
at once be clenr that if tho tiny model 
is to exhibit that perfect accuracy 
which Its creators love, trees grown 
to scale are necessary for Its comple- 
tion; and hence the cult of the dwarf 
tree. Among deciduous trees thus 
rilum, cherry and others, but conifers, 
treated are the oak, pomegr.anate, 
such as pinus denaillora, pinus albl- 
ora ami espellcially the thuya, are 
more commonly used .-Liid for tlie ob- 
vious reason that their leaves exhibit 
loss disproportion to the general de- 
sign than would, for instance, those of 
an oak or plum tree two feet high. 
Dwarf oalcs and pomegranates of a 
hundred and fifty years!' growth are 
in existence, while a maple has at- 
tained tlie age of two hundred and 
fifty years, 

To. many persons tho method of pro- 
ducing these curiosities of arboricul- 
ture is still a mystery. An intelligent 
gardener, well acquainted with the llt-i 
tie trees by sight, recently acknowl- 
edged entire ignorance of how they 
wero grown, and indeed "expected the 
Japs kept that to tliemselves." But 
the course to be pursued is perfectly 
simple; tlie whole system of culture 
may be summed up .as being the ex- 
act reverse of nature's way — the sur- 
vival or rather, perhaps the selection 
of tho "unflttost." The best, although 
the slowest, method is to rnlso tho 
tree from seed. A poor and shrivelled 
seed is chosen and iilanted. As soon 
as the leading shoot has attained some 
little growth it Is cut short off. 'I'lie 
little tree, recovering from this rude 
and unexpected sliock, puts out two 
further shoots; the growth of these is 
watclied and until one of tho two ex- 
lilbits a markedly greater strength and 
vitality than Its fellow, when it is re- 
moved, and the weaker reserved to 
form the tree's main stem. Tlic same 
system of checic and discouragement Is 
maintained all through the future 
growtli. 

Water is given grudlngly, and only 
in sufficient quantities to keep the tree 
alive. It Is kept in a- pot too small for 
the full development of Its root.s, and 
these, moreover, are severely pruned, 
the taji-root being wholly or in part 
removed. The shoots, meanwhile, tire 
trained and biuit to mimic in tlieir 
growth till? branches of an aged tre(>, 
sometimes being tied In knots. The 
stem is occasionally twisted round a 
block of core.l of madrepore; in souk! 
cases the growth of the roots and 
■Jcollar" of the tree is made a .special 
feature, being abnormally encourageil 
till the roots appear in disproportion- 
ate size above the surface of the soil 
in which the tree is grown. The train- 
ing of the br.mehes over frames re- 
sembling In their sliape the llguro of 
a man or animal is more i^opular in 
China than among the Japanese. 
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His Mother's Boy, 

An amusing divorce case was before 
a New Jersey court recently. The wife 
alleged desertion, asserting that after 
her marriage, tiie husband cried con- 
tinually for iiis niothc;r and nnally went 
home to her to st.-iy. The couplo wore 
married April 10, 190,-,, and sixteen 
days later Gronboldt. the wife asserts 
cried nearly all niglit f.u- his motlW 
and went home to her the next morn- 
ing. Th;it was the llrst d.-srrtion she 
said, and there were a lot more of 
them until, on December 14, 1905. tho 
husband left home for good. 

Wireless Telephony 

A Paris despatch records the follow- 
ing Improvemetits in wireless tele- 
pliony: — 

Xaval Lieutenants Collin and 
Jeance, the inventors of a wireless 
telephone ai)piiratus with which they 
succeeded last fall In communicating 
with Dieiijie from Paris today intro- 
duc(..d a new and greatly Imiirovod ap- 
paratus. Tile .Minister of Murine ex- 
changed conversations with operators 
at Melun, a distance of .-so miles, and 
he decl.ired that tlie result wasa vast 
improvement over that obtained by 
the ordinary telephone. The sound 
was clearer and purer. 

In December, uiOT, despatclu's from 
Berlin decj.-irud that ■Waldemar Poul- 
son had succeeded in telephoning 
without wires from ;i suburb of tUir- 
lln to Lyng-by, near C'opcnliagen. a 
distance of ;;r.O mih-s. The liesiiatcl'ies 
said that "the sound of uiusie plavpd 
in Berlin was distinctly heard at tlu> 
other end," that messages wi i-,- tv.-i,.,. 
exchanged and that the transmission 
left nothing to be desired in the way 
of clearness and auOlblllty.

Tlie order nov.- in li:iiicl 
is for 300 miles of this netting fur tlie 
Queensland Government, whicli fol- 
lows on a Similar order for the 
torian Ooverhmont, and the linn has 
also despatched 500 miles of wire net- 
ting to New South Wales. In each 
casi.> tlie Government Is the Initial 
inirchaser, and then retails the netting 
to the settlers, who fix It around 
thidr holdings and thus keep "out the 
rabbits, without which their crops 
would be devastated. 



Had Never Seen Whites 
In Mornington Island, one of the 
Wellesloy group in the Gulf of Car- 
pentaria, Mr, R. B. Howard, chief pro- 
tector of aborigines in Queensland, 
has found a tribe which It Is believed 
has never before come In contact with 
white men. After searching vainly 
for two days Mr. Howard came upon 
a few natives, and afterward a consid- 
erable number wore seen. Th<? blacks, 
he says, were In their primitive state. 
They did not know the use of tobacco, 
and would not eat bread, meat or 
even sugar, although they reailily 
tasted anytliing given to them. There 
was no sign wliati'ver of any disease, 
tmd although •.'iiiaclated In appearance 
they were strong and ngllo.

It Is not in Toronto alone that the 
professors and teacliers uro lecturing 
along new lines — lines so new as to 
startle those who liave not been listen- 
ing of late, nor keeping in touch with 
the drift of scholastic oi)lnion. There 
are ia'i Institutions of higher learning 
in tho United States, and in their class 
rooms 2^0,000 students dally listen to 
Instruction from more than 21,000 pro- 
fessors and assistants. AVhat are these 
young people b(dng taught? What be- 
liefs and principles do they, carry into 
tho wprld annually — many of them into 
teaching and other Influential profes- 
sions? 

An Investigator has been trying to 
find out. Harold Bolco has completed 
an Itinerary of class rooms from Cam- 
bridge to California, Either as a spe- 
cial student or as a visitor, ho has at- 
tended, lectures, or ho has interviewed 
professors or consulted records. His 
round has Included Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, George Washington University, 
tho Universities of Chicago, Columbia, 
Syracuse, and California. He has con- 
sulted the records of many other in- 
stitutions, which ho names, and the 
result is a profound surprise to him. 

"In my course," he says, "I have 
heard all tho multiplex Issues of mor- 
ality, and all the pressing problems of 
liolltical economy — marriage, divorce, 
tlio home, religion, and democracy — 
jjut through merciless processes of ex- 
amination, as if these things were fos- 
sils, gastropods, vertebrates, equations, 
chemical elements, or chimeras." 

Mr. Bolce finds that in the universi- 
ties of the United States nothing Is 
taken for granted. There is a scholarly 
repudiation of all solemn authority. 
The decalogue is no more sacred than 
a syllabus. Olympus and Mount Sinai 
"are twin peaks beautiful, but not 
made sacred by mythology." He says 
tliat from the college standpoint tliere 
uro no God-established covenants, and 
that what happens at the primaries is 
more to tho point than what took place 
In I'alestino. Mr. Bolce gives the first 
of thi-ee a»tlcles, containing the re- 
sults of his enquiry, In tho May num- 
ber of the Cosmopolitan. 

The attitude of the colleges is de- 
scribed as one of wide-eyed enquiry. 
It is as If an unknown sea wore being 
(>xpliued. Everything is new, and needs 
loolUng Into, The lectures take you 
along a course lined with none of the 
immemorial landmarks. Tho Cliurcii 
does not count. The conscience cannot 
be trusted; In one age It approved 
burnings at the stake. Democracy Is 
a mirage. The homo has become the 
lireeding place of woo, Ignorance, inef- 
lieii'iicy, and debt. An immoral act is 
merely one contrary to prevailing con- 
ceptions of society. Mr. Bolce declares 
that, while he started out expecting to 
llnd that tho colleges were teaching 
along lines people were hardly familiar 
with, yet he was not prepared to hear 
professors telling students that the 
homo Is too archaic and narrow a 
channel for the transmission of prog- 
ress to the race to come; that conju- 
gal restraint may bo departed from; 
that there are no abiding stand.ards of 
right and Wrong; that moral lu-ecepts 
are merely passing shibboleths; tliat 
society, byt its apprCval, can niak(! any 
kind of conduct right. 

The college professor, it seems, may 
teach along tiiese or any such lines, so 
long as he does not proceed so Inex- 
pertly as to attract outside attention to 
what he Is doing. Then a row is raised; 
he must go; but another follows. Mr. 
Bolce adds : 

.•\t no time, liowever. has it been my 
conviction that the professors were 
teaching their startling doctrines in 
any covert way. It was merely, as I 
readily discovereMl, that the professor.'', 
defending or exalting as now ideals 
which tlie orthodox condemn, liavo 
been addressing young men and young 
women, wlio have been receiving with- 
out outcry what the outside world, ma- 
ture In its convictions and with in- 
herited bias, denounces as unfit. 

Mr. Bolce registered as a special stu- 
dent at Syracuse University, and at- 
tended the lectures of Profes.'ior Edwin 
L. Farp, a doctor of philosophy and di- 
vinity, an ex-clergyman, who still 
preaches In pulpits on occasions. He 
was lecturing on tho origin fif mor.ils 
one day, and found that they grew out 
of the experiences of the race. 

"Do you not bolleve, professor," ask- 
ed Mr. Bolco from his seat In the 
class-room, "that Moses got the ten 
eommandmonts In the way the Scrip- 
tures tell?" 

The professor srallod. "I do not," 
said he. "It Is unscientific and absurd 
to Imagine that God over turned stone- 
mason and chiselled commandments on 
a rock." 

Prof. Earp s*till preaches from ortho- 
dox pulpits, but Mr. Bolco tells us that 
there are still other professors In other 
colleges who go lengths that malte Dr. 
Earp look like a careful conservative. 
He continues: 

It Is taught by many college soclnhi- 
glsts that marriage, under ooncelvalde 
conditions, will pass away, like medle- 
\al institutions. Prof. William Ornham 
Sumner, of Yale, teaches that "botli 
pair, marriage and democracy, are pro- 
ilueed by tho conditions of socioty, and 
i bcitli are tr.-ins!tory : " and that 'when 
I life becomes harder It will become 
.-iristocratie, and concnljlnage may bo 
expected to rise again." Moreover, this 
lU'ofessor joins wllli a number of lila 
colleagues In maintaining that mar- 
riage OS now contracted ami protected 
is a form of nieiiuply. Interwoven 
with capital, eondueive to exclusive 
f.amilles and the cuHnre-grouiid of 
family pride und ambition. 

Many of the leariu'd jirofessors s-eem 
to fret a." tli(\v eonleuiolate the home 
and tlie faniil,\-. Pi-iif. Frank A. I'Vtter, 
of Cm-nell, Is one of these. He Sjieaks 
of till, visitor from I''rance who r<>- 
markrul that in America all tlie big 
families live in small houses, and .'ill 
tlie sni;ill families In big liouses. Prof, 
Vedit-/, of AVashington, compl.'ilns that 
If 'ioeicny Is to reap the beiient of 
large faniilicK, .society, not individuals, 
slioidd be.'ir tlie cost. 

Prof Charles Zueblin stated that 
"tlieri^ can be, and are, holier .alliances 
without the marriage bond than witli- 
in it." 

"Going back to Syracuse University, 
T Iieiird the timely fiuestlon of affini- 
ties discussed in the class-room there. 
Like many other lectures, this would 
liave afforded first class material for 
a newspaper story, but the young men 
and women taking notes with hurried 
jireeislon did not drejini that the theme 
was sensational. It wns all given, and 
accepl(!d, in the scieiitlllc spirit." 

Prof. William Graham Sumner is de- 
scribed as one of the most .advanced 
of nil tliese teachers of the new. He 
di elares unequivocally that public 
opinion iiersisted in can make any- 
tiling right. There Is nothing fixed. 



Tiiero is nothing solid anywhere to 
build on and tie to. 

Harold Bolco will raise a storm. He 
calls the colleges to tho bar of public 
opinion to answer for their teachings. 
Perhtipa they will say in reply that 
fragmentary paragraphs in lectures 
have been removed and made to mean 
too much. And It must be remarked 
that tho teachers of. "the new" in 
morals and religion aro rather inclined 
to take to cover when asked to exjiiain 
and defend. — Toronto .Mail and Em- 
pire.

A Crying Evil,

The electrocution of live negroes, 
practically together, for two murders 
in Powhatan, Virginia, is probably tlie 
record for tlio udnilnlatratlun of capit- 
al punishment in tho United States. It 
was ijlunned to execute all of the con- 
demned on April 30, but tliu nerve of 
the superintendent of tlie lllcliinonil 
peiiitoiitiiiry apjiears to have forsaken 
lilm. Governor Swansea listened to 
his plea that he could not execute 
more than two men In any ono day 
and reprieved tlireu of the negroes, 
one until jMay 5 and the otlier two un- 
til May 7. One would think that the 
lirison olliclal would have preferred to 
liiiish hi.'i gnastly task all at once, 

Virginia is the latust state to adopt 
electrocution as Its form of capital 
punishment. The first was New York, 
After the Empire state came .Massa- 
eiiusetts, Ohio, and Nev/ .lersey. Mln- 
nesotii and other states have consld- 
eii'd the adoption of tlu; electric chair, 
'i'liero Is a general tendency in that di- 
rection. Tho reason for tlie suljstltu- 
tion of electrocution for hanging ;i,s a 
means of punishing ciipltfd "Vlmes was 
Hull the new method of inlllctiiig tne 
death penalty was supposed to be 
paiiiles.s and therefore more humane 
than hanging. 

For years, however, there have been 
many people to dispute this assertion. 
They contend that electrocution is not 
painless by any means and that In fact 
It is most barbarous. They Insist that 
nobody I'ver dies in the electric chair, 
but that tho passage of tho current 
through tho body merely susjieiids the 
vital functions, and that the con- 
demned are in reality killed by the au- 
topsy iierformed after the electrocu- 
tion. These are questions which may 
never be settled. 

The United States Is the only coun- 
try In which capital punishment Is ad- 
ministered by electrocution. In ITrance 
the guillotine has been used — except 
for a short intermission — to punish 
capital crimes over since the days of 
tlio French revolution, when Dr. Gull 
lotiiK! in-ged the tidoptlon of this 
method, which he claimed was pain- 
less. The French doctor borrowed his 
Idea from the Scotcli "maiden," so 
called liecause some dobonnairo noble- 
man declared facetiously, just before 
his head fell, that tho knlfo was the 
sweetest maiden ho had ever kissed. 

Recently, after ten years of Idleness, 
the guillotine has been called Into ac- 
tion, with a prospect of beheading 
twenty-flve criminals within a few 
weeks. The responsible French ofllclals 
have long been opposed to capital pun- 
ishment, but they had to yield to the 
public demand that extraordinary 
steps bo taken to check the existing 
reign of violence and crime. Tho 
guillotine began work again at Both- 
une with a quadruple execution. An 
immense crowd was present and thou- 
sands of troops were necessary to quoll 
tho riot which the legalized bloodshed 
incited. Somebody took moving pic- 
tures of the affair. The authorities 
sought to prevent him and later to 
seize the films, but tho photographer 
escaped, supposedly to America. At 
Marseilles throe heads were to fall and 
other cities clamored for the galllo- 
tine. 

Hanging Is the most common form 
of execution. It prevails in Groat 
Britain and her colonies and many 
other countries. In Mexico the method 
is shooting, and In Germany it is be- 
heading. In Spain the garrote has 
been used ever sincp the Moorish con- 
quest. This method of execution was 
practiced In the Philippines and Cuba 
before the Spanish-American war. Tho 
garrote consists of a heavy metal col- 
lar attached to a post. Tho collar is 
fastened around tho 'criminal's neck 
and a screw is turned, which pierces 
the victim's spinal column where it 
connects with the brain. Death Is In- 
stantaneous. In China the executioner 
wields the sword while two assistants 
stretch the culprit's neck. 

For a century there has been a gen- 
cnal tendency all over the civilized 
world to lessen the number of capital 
offense.'!, to make the infliction of the 
death jienalty as humane and secret as 
possible, and finally to abolish canltal 
punishment altogether. In the United 
States as late as 1894 there wero 
twenty- live capital offenses under tho 
military code of laws, twenty-two un- 
der the naval code, three under tho 
extra-territorial jurisdiction of consuls, 
and seventeen under the civil code. In 
tile flft.v-second Congress the number 
was reduced to three — treason, murder 
und rape. Such crimes can only be 
punished under the federal law if 
coniltted In a territory or national res- 
ervation, or on the sea. In I'.lOG Wv- 
ginia, headed the list of states witli 
eiglit capital offeii.scs, T^ouisiana had 
seven, Missouri and Deleware each 
six. In most .Mtates murder Is tiie only 
eaiiital crime. Other capital crimes In 
America are kidnapping, arson, piracy, 
etc. In l'higl;ui(i a century ago tlieri? 
were 200 eaidtal crimes, so called. In- 
cluding such comparatively minor of- 
fenses as stealing apples, counterfeit- 
ing, forgery, and so on. Now tliere 
are said to bo only two, murder and 
treason. 

Tho wholesale executions that mnrlc- 
ed the ancient Roman persecutions, 
tho Spanish Inquisition, St. Bartholo- 
mew's Day, the French Revolution and 
practically all the wars and Insnrrec- i 
lions of many centuries have gone, 
is to lie hoped, -never to return. Barelw 
now does an execution constitute tin 
occ.'islon for a public holiday, feasting 
••md rejoicing, as was the ease in tlie 
oldon days. Most modern humani- 
tarians, criminologists and jieiielog- 
Ists ngroe that executions should be as 
private as possible. Publicity, the lc<>y- 
note of present-day life, is not apidled 
to Infliction of the deatli penult;-. 

There are five states -where capital 
punishment does not exist — Jlalne, 
Michig.'in, Rhode Isl.'ind, AV'isconsIn 
and Kansas. In the last luimed state 
tlie death penalty m;iy be inflicted up- 
on a w.'irrant of the governor, but such 
a warrant Is never si.gned. low.a .abol- 
ished capital ptinishniont some years 
ago, but re-enacted it after the num- 
ber of murders in the st.'ite Increased. 
Colorado abolished tlie death penalty 
In ISflV. Shortly ;if forwards there v,-as 
such an outbreak of rioting, murders 
and lyncliing that the law wns amend- 
ed in 1901 so that .a jury can inllict 
either .a, death penjilty or life liniiris- 
onmont. 

Caiiltal punishment is not practised 
In Portugal, Holltind, Hounianla, l'"in- 
land, Cnstn. Rica. Venezuela, Hrn'/.II, 
Ecr|uador, Guatemala,, most of Switz- 
erland, and practically not in Belgium 
and Italy, Riis:da abolished canlt;il 
punishment In 1703, except for poli- 



tical offenses, but the law Is Interpret- 
ed so libarally that during the first 
six months of 1906, twelve hundred ex- 
ecutions are said to have occurred; 
without trial In tho Lettisli region 
alone, tho Czar'.s ofilclals dealing ntor-, 
cilessly with alleged revolutionists. 
. Decapitation has always been con- 
sidered ;l gentlemen's death. Under 
tile .Mosaic law of "an eye for an eye, 
and a tootli for ti tooth," tho Hebrews 
punished by burning many offenders. 
Later on that method was reserved for 
heretics, incendiaries, victims of 
witchcraft superstition in Kuropo and 
New England, and other unfortunates. 
Highwaymen and other malefactors 
wero hung by hundreds and in many 
cases their bodies were left hanging on 
tho gibbet until they fell to pieces, as 
a warning to woui(i-be criminals. Pois- 
oning was more or loss legal on tho 
Continent during the Middle Ages, but 
in England it was punished by boiling 
the prisoner alive. The alleged traitor 
was hanged, drawn and quartered. 

The use of the nick, or of wild 
horses to tear victims limb from liinb; 
the "scavenger's daughter," which 
compressed a human being into a ball; 
tearing tho flesh witli hot pincers; 
Hogging with the c.it-o'-nine-tails; 
breaking on the wheel; stoning; tor- 
turing with hot lead and boiling oil; 
placing tlie victim in the pillory or 
stocks, or on a. ducking stool, and all 
sorts of mutilation were approved 
forms of iiunlshment. A Roman gen- 
eral, captured from the Carthaglnh-ins, 
was iHit In a cask Into which spikes 
was driven from till sides. King John 
encased a clergyman, who had offend- 
ed him, in a garment of lead, where 
he died. 

Millions upon millions of human be- 
ings have been "legally" killed, and 
not In wars. Under Henry VIII., 7:;,- 
000 thieves were hanged in England, 
while 100,000 people aro said to h.avo 
been executed there between the ac- 
cession of William of Orange and -the 
death of George HI. Some of tho best 
blood of the world has boon shed upon 
the ■ ecafCold. King Louis VI., Mario 
'Antoinette, Joan of Arc, Madame Rol- 
and, Charles I., Mary Queen of Scots, 
Sir Walter Raleigh, the wives of Henry 
VIII., Charlotte Corday, and others too 
numerous to mention, heroes, generals, 
princes, statesmen, scientists and 
churchmen have forfeited their lives 
under form of law. 

In recent generations few women 
have suffered the death penalty. Dur- 
ing the nineteenth century only three 
were hanged In Bngland: Only two 
women are said to have been electro- 
cuted, one being Mrs, Mary Farmer, 
who recently paid the penalty of her 
crime In New York. A Mrs. Rogers 
was hanged in Vermont several years 
ago. There is a negro living in Missis- 
sippi who 'is legally deaid. He was 
hanged for a certain number of min- 
utes, as the law then provided, but 
failed to die, as tho law did not con- 
template. Since tlien tho law has been 
amended. 

Tho executioner is In a class by .him- 
self. In continental Europe he gener- 
ally belongs to a family of execution- 
ers and generally is proud of It. Al- 
though his profession has fallgn Into 
comparative disuse In some countries, 
ho may not bo in disrepute. In Eng- 
land tho headsman for gcnoratlbhs was 
named Gregory. Later a long series of 
Jack Ketches held tho Job. It is a 
singular fact that many English hang- 
men have turned murderers and boon 
executed on their own gallows. In the 
United States tlicro is no executioner, 
recognized as such, unless it bo the 
state electrician of New Y'ork. In Paris 
tho executioner draws a good salary 
and is known unotllclally .is "Monsieur 
do Paris." For nearly two centuries 
tho place was tilled by the Sanson fa- 
mily, curiously enough, all men of re- 
finement and intellect. One of these, 
during tho Reign of Terror, made the 
unequalled record of sixty-two execu- 
tions in forty-five minutes. 

Without capital punishment life im- 
prisonment would be meted out to se- 
rious offenders. Then penal colonies 
would bo in demand, such as France 
maintains in Devil's Island and Gul- 
an.i; Groat Britain in tho Andaman 
and NIcobar Islands; Italy in the JA- 
pari Isles; Germany In Oceanlca and 
Africa; and Russia In Siberia.

Hampton Court Ghosts. 

The discovery at Hamilton Court 
Palace of some arches bridging a long- 
forgotten moat reminds a correspond- 
ent of several otlier curious discov- 
eries made in this royal iialace, says 
tile London Daily Chronicle. One con- 
cerns Mi.stress Sibell Penn, wlio was 
ICtlwurd VI. 's nurse and died in the 
palace in laOS. She was burled in 
liaiii])toii Cliurcli and a monument was 
rectod, wliicli was irreverently de- 
stroyeil when tile old cliurch was pull- 
down in !!>:;;). soon after this 
strange noises, as of a woman work- 
ing II spinning wheel, were lieard in 
tile Koiitliwest wing of tlio iitilace. 
.Search was made an an ancient cliam- 
dlscovered, in which an iUitique 
spinning wiieel, and the o;ik jilanks 
ro worn away w'lero the treadle 
struck the lloor. After this Jlrs. Penn's 
ghost i.s said to luive disturbed many 
occupants of the jialacc, but, according 
to Mr. Ijuw's liistory of the palace, she 
lias not bueu seen since 1886, when her 
tail, gaunt ligure nearly frightened a 
young soldier to death. 

Aiiotlier discovery arose through the 
exiieriences of a lady of title, who lived 
on the west side of tho Fountain court 
in 1.S70. ,SliL) was conscious of tiic 
presence;' in lu.'r rooms of two invisible 
beings, tiiid, disturbed by mysterious 
sounds, slu; coniiiliiined to the Lord 
Clianiberlain, but ho declined to inter- 
fere, on the ground "that there were 
no funds ut his disposal for any such 
work" and that, moreover, "his juris- 
dictliui did not extend over tho spirit 
world."

Not only the cri- 
minals Init those suspected of crime 
lia\e bee'ii treated in tile most Inhuman 
v.'ay. The stories that ai'e told of the 
prisons in' Russia are too t(.'rriblc to 
read. The Czar, it was said, allowed 
these things to be done by the advice 
of the nobles. Tho cabinet has, now 
determined, cither that tho Czar shall 
act as they advise or that they will 
give tip their tasic. Tho dispute con- 
cerned tho navy, but the important 
question was whether tho Czar should 
follow the advice of Premier Stolypin, 
and the other ministers who repre- 
soiited the jieople or the courtiers who 
spoke for the great nobles, The Czar 
has yielded to the wishes of premier 
.Slolyjiln and it may bo hoped that 
tliere will be many and great reforms 
In Kusshi before long. 

There has been great anxiety in 

France. The government thoro owns, 
not only the post offices but the tele- 
grai>bs and telef>lioiies. .V great army 
of people Is employed In these ser- 
vices. There have been dlsi>utes be- 
tween tiiem and tho government which 
employs and pays them and tln-lr load- 
ers say tbtit they have the same right 
lo cease work as the lalior unions 
liave. If this were allowi'd not only 
the whole business of tho eountr.v but 
of other countries as well, would lie 
thrown into confusion. The govern- 
ment have taken measures to put other 
workers In If necessary with arms. 
The whole country is In a state of 
great excitement. 

After many threats and disputes 
post office clerks both in Paris and 
same of . the other largo cities refused 
to work. Many have been dismissed. 
Machinists as well as other employees 
have been taken from the navy to sup- 
ply the place of the strikers. Up to 
Thursday there does not seem to have 
been an.v very serious imerrnption of 
public business.

A BOY OF DEVON 

Of the childhood of Walter Raleigh, 
one of the greatest men of the Eng- 
lish race, the histories tell US little, 
and sonic of them even say that noth- 
ing can be k.nown about it. But tho 
famous artist. Sir John Mlllals, painted 
a beautiful picture, "The Boyhood of 
Sir Walter Raleigh," which now hangs 
In the Tate Gallery in London — tho 
property of the English nation — and, 
as we look at it we feel that this un- 
known fieriod of his life has been made 
more real to us than are those years 
when, as a favorite in Elizabeth's 
court, ho became one of the best known 
personages in I'Jurope. 

And that ll is ti true picture wo may 
be sure from the few facts that are 
really known about his birth and early 
life. Let us see what they are. 

Walter was Ijorn in 1552 at the Ma- 
nor House of Hayes Darton, near Dud- 
leigh -Salterlon, on the southern coast 
of England, in Devonshire. His fatlior 
was a Walter Raleigh, loo, and lil.s 
mother of high liirth, Katlierlne, the 
daughter of Sir Plilliij Champernowne. 

Both his jjarents had been marrletl 
before; so his father bnmghl his two 
sons ;md a daugliter. and his mother 
her three sons — John Adrian, uiid 
Humphrey Gilbert — to live in the com- 
fortable manor-house, set among leafy 
l;ines and lovely woods, while close at 
liand the iiretty Otter river Mowed be- 
tween grassy banks to the ocean near 
by. Thi- llrst child of Walter and Kath- 
erlne Ralelgii was christi'iied Carew, 
but the second was called after his 
father, and so the name of this simplo 
country gentleman -was destined to bo 
known whei-ever the English language 
is spoken. 

Wo see, therefore, that 11 was Wal-- 
ter's good fortunp to : e b^.-rn iut.^ a 
big family of alx lively brjth(5rs and 
a sister. The older boys were proba- 
bly away during the school year, at 
Eton or even at Oxford, tor we know 
I hat one of his half-brothers. Hum-' 
pliroy — who also made a name for 
himself in English history as Sir Hum- 
phrey Gilbert — was thirteen years old- 
er than Walter. But when they all 
came trooping home for the holidays, 
Hayes Barton must have been a stir- 
ring place for a wide-awake young- 
ster, with games indoors and out, 
hunting and llsliing, swimming and 
sailing, for his father owned a bark 
that was moored at the neighboring 
port of Kxmouth. 

The house of Hayes Barton Is still 
standing, though it is not so large or 
Important as It was in Raleigh's day 
— for now, shorn of sonic of Its wings, 
It is no longer the manor-house, but 
a simple, though attractive, farm- 
house. 

If you will look at the niaii, you will 
see that Devonshire forms the eastern 
part of tho peninsula that England 
thrusts out on the soulliwest into tho 
Atlantic. It is small wonder that tho 
men of Devon, with the sea always 
beating to the north and south of 
them, were hardy and adventurous 
sailors; and when -word came of tho 
wonderful new lands that had been 
discovered beyond the ocean, many oC 
them shipped on the various expedi- 
tions that were fitted out, and, one by 
one, came drifting back homo full of 
the wonders of their voyages, of liair- 
brcadth escapes from sliliiwreck or a 
cruel death at the hands of the Span- 
lards. 

As children of the manor-house, the 
Raleigh and Gilbert boys must have 
been the little gentlemen of the neigh- 
borhood, and the returned sailors 
whom they incl in their rambles wero 
• loubtless in..:,j than willing to sjiin 
their ^•arns fiU' them. So Millals lia.s 
painted little Walter seated by the old 
seawall with a jdayniate beside him 
(iiossil)ly his brotlier Carew), and both 
boys listening with absorbed attention 
to tho story of the wonderland toward 
w hich the sallbr stretches out his arm. 

That this Devon boy had a happy 
childhood and that he loved tho placo 
in which It was passed we may be vof>- 
suro, for when ho had risen high in 
l'::ilzabeth's favor and was surrounded 
by all that wealth and popularity 
could give him, he longed for his old 
home, and wrote to the owner Of Hayes 
Barton d<!slrlng to buy It, quaintly- 
adding, "For tho natural disposition 
I have to the place, being born In that 
house, I had rather scat myself there 
than anywhere else." 

Is it not easy to understand that with 
such memories thi.> boy slKuiId grow to 
h(j a man of intense and devoted pat- 
riotism; that he should have learned 
to hate the Sjianiards ivltli a fierce- 
ness thai grew with his growth, so 
tb.'it he lost no opporlunlt.v to repa.v 
with interest the cruelties they liad 
practised upon his countrymen; and 
that the lovo of adventure and the sea 
should ha\'e become so much a part of 
him that be risked fortune and life It- 
self to follow whither Ibey led? 

His )':nowledge of the sea and of 
shlfis seems to have come to lilm al- 
most as a Idrtliright, for by the tlmo 
he reached early manhood he had 
made lm]iorlant improvements in sliip- 
huilding and valuable obsl'r^-ationE on 
tlie navy. When only lliirly-six years 
of ago he served as rcar-adnilral In 
the operations that destioyod tho 
Sfianish Armada, and a few years later 
we Ilnd his opinion on an Important 
naval matter acted upon In preference 
to that of the Lord High Admiral oC 
England. 

His love of country and of adventure 
and the hope of dislodging the Span- 
iards from their foothold on tho 
American continent Induced him to 
attempt to colonizo Virginia In threo 
I xiiedltlons; and In the face of dls- 
1 iiiiragements that would have daunted 

a heart less stout than his, he onco ex- 
claimed, Willie speaking of America, 
•I shall yet live to see It an English 

nat ion." 

He could not foresee the long 
struggle that was impending, but wo 
of today know that his prophecy has 
been fulfilled In one way, for -we afo 
an English-siieaking niitlon. — Fanrilo

The seventeenth annual conference 
of the Independent Labor Party was 
opened In tho Synod Hall, Edinburgh, 
tho niiddlo ol' lust month.

Jlr. Paul Campbell, AValtluunstow, 
moved a rcsululion nllirmliig tlieii- 
"belief that it lb vitally neces-sary to 
maintain unimpaired the alliance of 
Labor and Socialism, as affording the 
best means for the political expres- 
sion of Socialism today." ■ Some of 
tlicni, lie said, who had been In tho 
partv fiom Us very beginning and 
had done their level best for the party 
along the lines which seemed to them 
best to secure success had waited for 
this moment with considerable impa- 
tience, because they had seen the 
l)olIcy which had made the party 
great and strong assailed from 
within and without. They were 
glad of tho opportunity now to settle 
once and for all whether that policy 
would bo tho one which tlioy would 
continue to follow or whether tliey 
would adopt a brand new policy 
which certain of their members -and 
solf-constituted critics outside tlie 
party would have them adopt. As 
one who was a Socialist he said that 
in the interest of Socialism It was ne- 
cessary to maintain the alliance witli 
organized labor Ihroutrhout the country.

months. He .supplemented tjiat State- 
ment with this, that as private mem- 
bers of the party, men belonging to 
the rank and file, they were to spend 
their energies that they could spare In 
building up tho party on the old lines, 
and in seeing that the Independent La- 
bor Party at the end of the coming 
year would be much truer to its old 
self, both In spirit and In method, than 
It had been during tho last twelve 
months. 

On a division, 249 voted In favor of 
tho resolution, and 110 against it. 

In splto of this change of attitude on 
the part of tho conference tho ollicials 
persisted with their resignation. 

Mr. Ramsay .Macdonald, In deliver- 
ing his presidential address, said tliat 
during tho year their alllllation fees 
had risen from £1,103 to .C 1, 432— (ap- 
plause)— and the number of branches 
was Just within touciilng distance of 
LOOO. (Applause.) AVhile the growth 
|)ro.i,'reKs and intellectual nctivlty of 
Ihv Socialist movement liad lieeii re- 
markable, there had been that slack- 
ening of their liohl on the workers 
which ought to remind them tliat So- 
cialism wa.s not come merely from the 
misery of the people. (Hear, liear.) 
Ho h'ad never been able to accept tho 
view tliat from the misery of the peo- 
ple tlfe Socialist future would arise. 
Tlie further society drifted from prim- 
itive mctliods the less true It became 
that despair and evolution went hand 
in hand. Poverty of mind and body 
blurred the vision. For instance, a 
proiiogaiida was being conducted ^vith 
money subscribed liy those interested 
in creating new means of oxiiloiting 
the public, and by metliods which 
must be loathsome to everybody who 
had any ideal of public rectitude and 
political honor, and yet tlie poor wbrU- 
man, cowed by industrial strife, turn- 
ed to the alluring enticements of Tar- 
iff Iteform without thought of Its Unal 
eiTects. (Applause.) It would be the 
I. L. P., Us methods, and conception of 
Socialism, and, its creation of the La- 
bor party as the instrument and me- 
dium of tho Socialist advance that 
would stand out as the great creative 
political force of recent years. (Ap- 
plause.) Every stage accompHshod 
brought now problems which demand- 
ed solution. 

Need for Clearer Thinking. 
Ho warned them that tlicre lay 
ahead a group of ijroblems. They liad 
to answer tho questions: How was 
Socialism to come? How wore they to 
organize themselves? AVhat was to 
bo their relation to national tiuestlons 
which were not on their programme'.' 
Were they to accept tho alms and 
methods of democi'atic government? 
They had been too content to answer 
these ciuestlons with words and 
phrases the meanings of which were 
not always dclinlte. (Applause.) They 
had declaimed against party govern- 
ment whilst doing their very best to 
form a nev." party with a written con- 
stitution. At one moment they had 
proclaimed the eternal justice of ma- 
jority rule; at another, they had de- 
manded that a Socialist and Labor 
minority should determine tho work of 



wore aware of that pent-up accumula- 
tion of forces. Capitalism violated our 
moral sense as well as our reason. 
Decade after decade it brouglit its 
crop of Industrial I'alures. They must 
work scientilically, and must organize, 
release, encourage and aid those cre- 
ative forces. No academic dogma, re- 
garding the way in which they were 
to delhic their Socialism or the way in 
which they should carry it (Uit, should 
bo allowed to stand in the path of 
truth.

It was equally unthinkable for him 
that the change would be brought 
about by a revolutionary act of the 
Legislature. In every form of life 
there was what might be called on In- 
ternal accumulation of forces making 
for change. When these forces woro 
released by tho care of the sclcntlllc 
experimenter or by happy accident 
thoy produced what appeared to ho 
sudden chariges.

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There are some three hundred 
thousand Americans going abroad in 
this year of grace, 1909, and they wdll 
liave left cnougli money behind them 
when they return next fall and winter, 
to maintain Uncle Sam's great navy 
for a full year. The number of tour- 
ists and globe trotters who go from 
these shores every year has been 
growing with each passing season, and 
now ovon lordly John Bull does not 
scorn the little tide of gold that sets 
his way, llowlng along witli tho tour- 
ist. As for Switzerland, the beauty of 
Its scenerv has proved more tlian a 
substitute" for tlie lacking fertility of 
soil. Tho Swiss have organized and 
capitalized their beautiful landscapes 
and lakes in a way that makes it more 
prolitable to liave the barren lands 
tluiii to possess the most fertile region 
in Kinoiie. Thoy draw over three 
million tourists to their land every 
year, and an expenditure of but thirty 
dollars a head would mean $90,000,000 
as tho annual tribute the world pays 
to roam through Switzerland. This Is 
equal to double the total amount of 
the stock of money In that country. 

An interesting Insight into the way 
tho American tourist spends- his money 
when he goes abroad Is to be had from 
a statement given out by a leading 
London liotel. In a recent year it en 
tertainvd U.liUO American tourists, and 
when it came to cast up their ac- 
counts, it was found that $2h<) each 
was tlie average. Like examinations 
of liotel accounts at other points have 
borne out the experience of the London 
hostelr\-. JOven tlie humble tip wears 
a lordiv air wiien taken as a whole. It 
has been estimated that tho railway 
guards of Kngland get $1,G00,000 a 
year In "to insure promptness." 

An experienced tourist agent has 
figured out tho linaneial end. of the 
tourist business witli a great deal of 
care, His conclusions are that tho 
average American traveling abroad

The result Is that 
ono sees two American suit cases

^'^'f he mechanism of travel has been 
developed into that Jjigh state of per- 
fection that astounds him who Is un- 
acquainted with If . It was -only in 
1841, the year "Tippecanoe and Tyler, 
too," assumed the reins of the United 
States government that tho first ex- 
cursion train was run. It was an Eng- 
lish venture and ran from Leicester 
to Loughborough, to attend a public 
meeting, and the excursion was con- 
ducted by the father of the world's 
greatest excursion business. His suc- 
cessors can now issue a few stamped 
nieces of pastelioard, v.-hich will be 
honored for a dinner on the Mile or a 
lunch In Siberia; which will settle for 
L ride on an African camel, or for bo- 
ng carried by Chinese cnoli.'S. It will 
carry ono to tho next town or liring 
liim 'around the world and back again. 
It is the triumph of twentieth century 
travel. 

One who has not sailed every sea 
can scarcely realize the vast arrange- 
ments tliat have been made for the 
accommodation of the tourists, and 
how tile tourists are continually de- 
manding more and greater accommo- 
dations. London, a genefation ago, 
was not much of a hotel town, Its 
hostelerics were always disappointing 
to Americans: Then came the trail of 
the tourist. Ho woke up the hotel 
man. H'e wanted better accommoda- 
tions, and ho did not rest until he got 
them. The result Is many superb 
hotels standing as monuments to the 
American traveler who wanted the 
best. Switzerland built twenty-alx 
electric mountain railways to satisfy 
the cravings of tho traveler for now 
thrills and sensations— and every one 
has proved more than a paying in- 
vestment. Switzerland has schools in 
which guides are trained and supplieil 
with that strange admixture of his- 
tory fact and fancy which makes such, 
a pleasing jumble for the tourist, 
Other scliools ti'ach tlio art of hotel 
waiting, and In short, there Is a school 
for every branch of the industry of 
entertaining trm'clers, and incidental- 
ly of parting tlu-m from their coin. 
" France is perhaps tlio most fortun- 
ate of iUl countries in the matter of 
entertaining the tourist. Besides her 
full (luota of ordinary tourists good , 
roads make her tho paradise of the 
automoblllst. There are usually about 
8,000 automobile parties 'from Am- 
erica touring In Franco during a single 
season and in Uieso parties there are 
some 10,0(10 Americans. It Is CEtlmat- 
ed that thev alono drop $25,000,000 of 
good American .coin In the course of 
their travels. French bankers think 
that the total Income of that country 
from tourists amounts to more than a 
lialf billion dollars. Even Egyid s toll 
on th(> tourist amounts to as much an- 
nually as would be required to rebuild 
the library of congress. 

It Is a great boon to a given region 
to become fabled in song or story. I ho 
Prisoner of Chlllon has brought many 
•I shekel to tho region of Lake Geneva, 
and tlie Lady of the Lako has done 
equally well by Loch Lomond. 1 ho 
"Lako country" of England draws a 
host of /literary tourists. Lake 
Lucerne is the most frequented lake 
In the world. Jn an oft year its steam- 
boats carried more than a million and 
a half of people, and a thousand tons 
of baggage. 

But Europe has no griping monopoly 
on the American tourist. South Am- 
erica, the West Indies, Jlexico and the 
Orient are each year getting a larger 
share of the tourist bualnoKs from tho 
United States and Canada. .Tamiilca, 
with ilts splendid roivds, it.s._ wide range 
Of climate, and Its beautiful scenery, 
has become ono of the favorite winter 
resorts, and Cuba, with Ita great new 
automobile race course and Us now 



roads. Is also making a hid for tho 
man who has time and money to spend. 

Everywhero the world lias wide open 
arms for the tourist. Ho brings new 
Ideas and plenty of money, and goes 
laden down with things which cost 
little and .sell high. 

To meet tlie constantly, expanding 
tourist business now passenger steam- 
ers by tlie score aro being built and 
placed in commission. In a single 
month as many as llfty big trans-At- 
lantic liners will leave Now York 
alone, with iiassenger lists ranging 
from 200 to :;,.')00, and nlno-tenths of 
those aboard will carry tourist trans- 
portation. It is not to the important 
folk who engage cabins de luxe that 
tho steamship companies look for 
tliolr revenue, nor indeed even to tho 
lirst cabin passengers, but to what 
they call the "middle millions." 

It is remarkable how much It costs 
to send one of those big liners across, 
and how much it takes to stock ono 
of them. Tho expenses of a slnglo 
trip may total $50,000. Tho provisions 
aro supplied on a large scale. Meat 
equivalent to tho weight of 227 men; 
ham, sausage and chicken equal to tho 
weight of Ufty men; some ,250 barrels 
of Hour, 2 5,000 eggs, and 7,'000 quarts 
of milk are some of the larger items 
of a sliip's larder. Hut as a trip nets 
the steamship company at least $25,- 
000, they have no objection to a well 
filled larder. One of the big steam- 
ship companies used 1.1,000 beeves, 
14,000 hogs, 10,000 sheep, 5,000,000 
eggs, ,S31,000 pounds of coffee, and 
1,1K'J,000 cigars in a single year. 

The railroads are getting consider- 
ably alarmed over tho growing num- 
ber of Americans who are spending: 
tlieir vacations abroad. They aro the* 
people who used to fill up the moun- 
tain watering place and the seaside 
resort, and they have been profitable 
patrons of the railroads and the inn 
keepers. How to turn the tide back 
to tho shores of America and keep it 
there is a question with which they 
have labored earnestly and long. But 
they have never made much headway 
In the solution of tho problem. At one 
time It looked as if the "See America 
First" movement might accompllsii 
tliat purpose, but tons of thousands 
still go abroad who never saw Niagara 
Falls, yellowstono Park or tho Grand 
Canyon. 

Ono of tho most remarkable evi- 
dences of tlie widespread tasto for 
travel Is tho vast number of hooks of 
travel and guide books that is pub- 
lished. Wlien ono comes to look up 
the literature on tho subject ho find.=i 
no place too remote to have a guldo 
book describing it, nor too far away 
to be told about fully by some writer 
of travels. In fact tho literature of 
travel Is ono of tho most complete 
there is. And it is being added to with 
wonderful rapidity. Furthermore, it 
Is always popular. A well . written 
book of travel or a carefully prepared 
series of newspaper travel stories has 
always been popular, and never so 
must so as at present. Those who can- 
not be tourists may be readers. The 
day when one-half the people did not 
know how the other half .lived has al- 
most passed. Tho descriptive writer 
and the camera, have brought the 
whole world Into redogiilzing famillar- 
Itv with the rest .ot humanity. 

"it IS the predloUon of tourist agents 
that the business of globe trotting is 
yet In Its infancy. They assort that 
for every one that goes, at least two 
others are inspired to go on his re- 
turn and that thus tho business is 
bound to expand. Seasons of depres- 
sion cause the tide of tourist.^ to ebb, 
but good times and free money make 
it to flow in more genial current than 
over. Tho tourist agents see many 
fat years ahead. They offer some con- 
solation for the quarter billion dollars 
that departs from our shores with the 
tourists by staying that at least half 
of It comes back with the foreigners 
who come across to look us over, and 
that it Is not going to bo many years 
until tho tide of tourist money wh ch 
flows this way will equal that which 
flows the other way. Europe Is loarn- 
Ing that all things of Interest do not 
lie east of the Atlantic.

A iJlew York Press despatch of re- 
cent date says: Over a hundred paint- 
ings in tho stylo of tho landscape art- 
ist R Swaino Clifford, v/ho died in 
January, 1905, have been produced 
during the past tlirco years by a mid- 
dle-aged goldsmith of New York nam- • 
cd Frederick L, Thompson, who has 
never hud a lesson in tho art. 

The case is considered to bo, ono of 
telepathy between the dead artist and 
a living medium, for .Mr. Thompson, 
knowing nothing of painting, asserts 
that ho only works under an Irresist- 
ible impulse. Art critics declare that his 
canvases "reproduce all the charm, fine 
color and atmosphere of GlfCord's best 
style." 

Mr. Thompson has given an account 
of his physical and artistic e.xperi- 
ences to the editor of the American. 
Art News, who purchased ono of, bis 
best "Glltord" paintings. 

"About threo years ago," he said, "I I 
began to see distinct visions Of land- 
scapes and faces, and felt an irresist- 
ible impuUse to paint them. I thought 
I was going mad, but the impulse 
grow so strong that I secretly began 
to paint. The visions came and the 
dolors would work out Into form. I 
am compelled to paint by an unknown 
force. The paintings aro finished en- 
tirely by fooling. 

"After I began painting an exhibition 
of Gilford's work was hold In New 
York. I went to it, and heard a voice 
distinctly say: 'You see what I have 
ai!coniplislied. Why not go on with 
my work and finisli it','"' 

iMr. Thompson had seen Mr. Glfford 
but twice during his life, but only on 
one occasion, when tho artist was buy- 
ing fcoine jewelry, did he speak with 
him. 

Acconiiianjed by Profeii.sor Hyslop, of 
the Aiivrieaii .Society lor Psychical 
llesearch, ?.lr. Thompson went to tho 
dead ai'llst's homo in Massacliu.setts. 
Among other tilings the widow showed 
them on an easel a picture of a gronii 
of trees "exactly representing" (in tho 
professor's words) "one of the sketclie.s 
that Mr. Thompson had left In my 
hands." 

Professor Hyslop l.s convinced tliat 
till! visions haunting Mr. Thompson 
are "clear illustrations of tho process 
by which tlu! departed may bo able to 
transmit their thoughts to tho living 
when conditions aro favorable."
